It is an important story of 
labor- management cooperation that 
deserves the attention of all members 
of the International Urotherhood of 
Electrical Worker. We think you'll 
find it interesting. 
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T WK Phoenix was a mythical 
lord of great bounty whic-Ii lived 
for WO years 1 11 l he Arabian wib 
den i ess, burned itself on a funeral 
pyre to rise from l lie ashes with 
all I lie freshness of youth 1o live 
nn for another 500 years. It is the 
emblem of immortality. 

This is the prologue in our story. 
Out of (lie Western city of Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, a live, growing, pro- 
gressive community, has risen one 
of the finest examples of onion 
management cooperation. In these 
days of Ini mr-J nan ngnaci it strife, 
disputes over free enterprise, 
threats of socialism and com mint - 
ism, it is heartening to find a com- 
pany and a union both of which 
exemplify free enterprise at its 
best, cooperating right down 1 lie 
line on all issues. In create a I i veil- 
hood for themselves, returns for 
the stockholders and service for 
the community. 

Our prologue does not fit tins 
case in all respects, since the good 
I a bo v - man a gcin en i relations of 
which we speak have sprung from 
a young forward looking company, 
located not in the ruined Indian 
village, bn l in the si mug, live, re- 
bull I cit y which is Phoenix, How- 
ever, this cooperation is truly a 
thing of inspiration and beauty; it 
is something which many of our 
citizens believe ran only exist as 
a myth, and it is a situation which 
we hope will become i 111 mortal and 


glow and spread to other com- 
munities and other cities, strength* 
cuing our free enterprise system 
and bringing peace and prosperity 
to employers, employes and the 
public alike. 

'Tins is the story of a company 
and a union. The company we 
refer in is the t’eutral Arizona 
la ghi and Power Company* the 
union is our Local JH7, 

And why have we chosen this 
company and tins union for pic- 
torial and editorial coverage in

They 
are* each one, fit candidates for 
President of 1 lie ('handier of Com- 
merce for their enthusiasm knows 
no bounds when it comes to stale 
loyalty. Many of the men and wo- 
men have not lieen natives long. 
Thousands and thousands journey 
lo Arizona every year for health 
reasons, fall in love witli tin state 
and its people and just stay on in- 
definitely joining the ranks of 
those who sing its praises. This U 
run in the least surprising since the 
dry Arizona climate is per feet Iv 
suited to bring relief to those 
afflicted with lung, sinus or arth- 
ritic disorders. In addition, its 
thriving cities encouraging indus- 
trial expansion, and the wonder- 
ful irrigation system conducive to 
agriculture, have made Arizona a 
good place to earn a livelihood. 

Arizonians say anything will 
grow in their state if they can get 
water to it ami it is true. There 
arc miles and miles of desert land 
and then where the irrigation ca- 
nals bring life-giving water to the 
arid soil t tie re are rows upon rows 
of lush citrus fruits second lo none

Arizona is the youngest slate in 
our uaii on a! family, having come 
into l he Iriiion ds years ago, and 
is is our fifth largest state in urea. 
Its name is derived from two In- 
dia it words meaning 41 small 
spring/* There are approximately 
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700,000 residents of the state of 
Arizona and more than 220,000 of 
them reside in the metropolitan 
area of Phoenix, the state capital 
and home of Falapco. 

Tlie first inhabitants of Phoenix, 
the ** Valley of the Sun/* were 
prehistoric people known to the 
Indians as the Ho-ho-kani or '‘van- 
ished people/’ who flourished there 
in a high state of culture some- 
where between the years 7 fK l mid 
1400 A.D. These nririeitl people 
developed an extensive system of 
irrigation with a network of ca- 
nals over 300 miles in length. 
Phoenix was built up on the ruins 
of the I lu-ho-knm village tun I was 
called Milt City until I StiS when 
the name was changed to Phoenix. 

Regulated, dependable irrigation 
was made possible when Roosevelt 
Dam with its system of canals was 
put into service in 1910. As the 
years passed and many oilier dams 
were built, power plants were 
erected and canals improved, until 
the city of Phoenix came to 
dominate an agricultural domain 
brought to fruition by the most 
successful system of irrigation 
known to the world. 

The remarkable growth of Phoe- 
nix agriculturally, industrially and 
resident iuNv luis been due in no 
small pari to the efforts of tin* 



Fen t.ral Arizona Light and Power 
t kvmpany. f 1 ieup elect rieity has 
perhaps done more than any other 
single factor in bring about the 
evolution of a great metropolis. 
Cheap electricity has brought low- 
cost irrigation pumping, turning 
arid waste hind into green thriv- 
ing fields and verdant orchards, 
clump elecl rieity turns Lie wheels 
in Phoenix flour mills, oil mills, 

cotton gins, packing phi ills, and 
steel f a hr i eating plants. Cheap 
electricity has brought air-condi- 
tioning into homes providing coot 
comfort on the hot summer days 
and also the bench U of electric 
labor-saving devices. 

And this electricity is cheap* A 
comparison of cost per kilowatt 
hour in Phoenix and in other state 
capitals of the Putted States, as 
published by the Federal Power 
Commission, proves that it is 
cheaper than in 3S other state 
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capitals and only slightly higher 
than the remaining nine. 

The Central Arizona Light and 
Power Company was formed in 
February f 11)20, its comm on 



slock is owned by people all over 
the country, many of whom are 
customers or employes. You will 
see as this ease study continues 
dint Cal a pen is a growing, pro- 
gressive, company. It has a fine 
record of service and sound man- 
agement. It has a well-trained 
staff of loyal contented employes. 

Calapcos chief supply of elec- 
tricity comes front the Colorado 
River, the Salt River, and its own 
steam electric generating plant 
located just four miles west of 
Phoenix* A vast, network of power 
lines carries cheap electricity to 
practically alt urban and metro- 
politan centers of Maricopa Coun- 
ty and to rural areas and small 


towns in North Y inn a County atid 
South Yavapai County, 

Natural gas is piped in 660 
miles from Jab New Mexico, to 
('a la pro’s gas system in Phoenix. 
From there uas mains carry the 
benefits of cheap natural gas to 
thousands of customers in Phoe- 
nix and smaller towns in the “Val- 
ley of the Sun/ f 

Now for a few notes on the 
steam plant where the electricity 
to feed the electric system of Cen- 
tral Arizona is generated and 
where many of our LB. LAW men 
are employed. 

Originally the steam plant was 
Built For a standby plant and 
operated on and off as required 
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for the first several years. This 
was in 1930, Prom 193S on the 
plant, was minimi full time. Dur- 
ing the war years, 1942-1945, the 
plant operated at full capacity 
many months at a time and sup* 
plied power for the Falnpco sys- 
tem and many other system loads. 

Fuel IW the plant consist $ of 
natural gas (piped in from New 
Mexico fields) with fuel oil as a 
standby. At its present rapacity 
the plant requires over 2,000.000 
cubic feet of gas per hour, or 50. - 
000,000 cubic feet per day. Fuel 
oil is purchased in California and 
shipped to Phoenix by rail and 
stored in tanks at the steam plant 
with total storage 01,000 barrels. 
Fsc of tli is fuel oil is held at a 
minimum, used only in emergen- 
cies such as breaks in the gas pipe 
lines which is not a frequent oc- 
currence. 

The water supply for use in 
condensing tin? steam is secured 
from deep wells located on the 
steam plant property. There are 
a total of seven wells which have 
a combined output of 9,000 gal- 
lons per minute. Normal plant 
use at full load requires about 
5,500 gallons per minute, 5,000 
gallons of which is required to 
supply make tip water for the 
cooling systems, the balance is re* 
q ui red for boiler feed water make 
up and other uses. 

There is an excellent plant com- 
munication system in operation 
which consists of a complete tele- 
phone system connecting all sta- 
tions and also a public address 
system to most stations in the 
plant, 

A chemical laboratory is oper- 
ated by part of the plant person- 
nel and daily analyses are made of 
water and steam conditions.

In 1 92!) construction of the first 
unit of the st cum plant was 
started. Ii eoiisistod of a 15.000 
kw generating unit. two 150.0110 
lbs. per hour, 400 l*KI, 725 degree 
bailers mid tlic spray poiitl for 
cooling the rireulatinff water. This 
unit was pul into service in 1929. 
Seven years Inter. I he No. 2 unit 
of 12.300 kw was installed. The 
following year. No. 4 boiler of 
165,000 lbs. per hour went into 


operation and additions to the 
spray poml wen* made. In 1040, 
No. M unit of 15,000 kw was in- 
stalled, In 1044, the No I boiler 
of 160,000 lbs, per hour began 
operations. 

Then in 1046 new additions 
were made lo the plant consist 
mg of a 40,000 kw tmd ^generator 
and a 325,000 lbs. per hour. 000 
PS I, 000 degree boiler. By 104* 
this new addition was ready to go 
into service and const ruction was 
started on two additional units of 
12,500 kw and 60,000 kw. The 
next year I nil No. 5 of 12,500 


kw was put into service. This year 
t'nit No. Ii of 60,000 kw was put 
into operation, This unit is filtr- 
ated from a single boiler of 675,- 
OOtJ lbs, per hour, 900 PS I, 900 
degree boiler, 

l nils 4. 5 and 6 use induced 
draft eooling towers for circulat- 
ing water cooling, ilenerators No. 
I and fi arc hydrogen cooled. 
I toilers 1, 2, H and 4 feed into a 
common sleain header and turbo- 
generators No. 1, 2 and 3 are fed 
from this header, t’nits 4, 5 and 
6 are the unit type having a single 
boiler. The boiler feedwater sys- 
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tern is interconnected between all 
units with four evaporators to 
supply make-up water. 

Boiler feed pumps arc both elec- 
tric and steam driven, eight elec- 
tric drive and three steam drive. 
All boilers have automatic com- 
bustion and feed water controls, 
while boilers 4, 5 and G have auto- 
matic temperature controls. 

All of the latest safety devices 
are employed on all of the boilers 
ami turbines as well ns on the elec- 
trical equipment. 

AH generating units are 12,500 
volts and feed into the switchyards 
at. the plant, either at 12,500 volts 
direct or 69,000 volts through step- 
up transformers. 

So much for the technicalities 
to please those of our membership 
who like to know the details of 
how things are done. However, 
the most interesting pari of this 
whole Calapco setup to the re- 
porter who covered this story was 
the people, the men and women be- 
hind the Central Arizona Light 
and Power Com pony — -the ones

who make it tick. There is a won- 
derful spirit of teamwork and eo- 
opera lion throughout every part 
of the operations. The people like 
their jobs, they arc proud of their 
plant and their offices, they like 
to talk about them. 

At the steam plant where the 
power begins, there arc 106 people 
working. Seventy of these an* 
l.B.EAV. members. We hope the 
others will want to join our ranks 
before long. 

The superintendent of power, 
Mr. Ed J. lluskinson, who has 
been with the company 26 years, 
knows liis business from stem to 
stern. From Mr. lluskinson on 
down — -each employe knew Ids 
work thoroughly and took pride 
in explaining it. 

One of the men we happened 
to talk with was G. M* Crawford, 
maintenance foreman and a char- 
ter member of L. F. 387.

low worker told us proudly that 
whenever there is trouble on steam 
turbines or generators anywhere, 
they put Mr. Crawford in the 
company airplane and take him to 
it. “ lie’s the main trouble shooter 
fur the company/’ ht? said. *' lie’s 
taken every piece of machinery in 
the steam plant apart and put it 
together again*’’ 

We were much impressed by the 
enthusiasm and general know-how 
exhibited by all the employes we 
talked with. The men at the eon- 
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trol boards of 1 lie steam plant, 
experienced union men, some with 
many years service, do responsible 
work. They realm 1 this, they know 
every phase of the work and can 
talk with ease on it. 

There was a young fireman we 
talked with who emphasizes what 
we want our readers to know about 
the men who keep this steam plant 
running. lie was young in years, 
hut in knowledge of his work and 
sincere interest in ii , he might 
have Iweii with the company for 
30 years. Ik* probably will Ik*. 

Another man who explained op- 
erations to us, was formerly a 
member of the G.l.O. and had re- 
cently switched over to 1. IMS AW 
41 1 tn glad to be a member of your 
union/* he said, *‘l think it's a 
swell outfit/* 

The steam plant was hot. neces- 
sarily, with boilers going full blast 
(the outside temperature was 1 U2 
degrees the day we visited the 
plant ) but everything possible that 
could be done for the safety and 
health of the men had been pro- 
vided* lively bit of equipment 
and machinery was immaculate* 
There was not even so much as a 
scrap of ] vapor lying about in the 
way of ; rash. Fans were in opera- 
tion to cool ihe men working. 
There were drinking fountains 
there that ran the coldest wafer 
we had ever had from fountains, 
mid alt about were dispensers with 
salt tablets to encourage the men 
to take them. We were told also 
that 4.K00 coca colas a week are 
.secured from automatic machines 
and consumed by employes of the 
steam plant. 

At the steam plant there were 
electrical engineers, watch engi- 
neers, boiler operators, turbine op- 
era t o r*s, swit eh I nm rt l coot rol ope ro- 
tors. toad dispute hers and others 
in miscellaneous capacities, such 
as employes in the chemical tab 
when* Hay Norman, vice president 
of L. I\ 3*7 works. These men 
keep the power plant going, they 
keep the "juice 4 * flow i tig to the 
many lines serving i he community. 

Now the men who sec that this 
' /juice'* is channelled into the 
lines supplying every electric con- 
sumer. are the linemen. There is 
nor a lineman, ground man or

‘'Aim! Ihcy’vc pot me in here for being crazy.” 
Hut those days are gone forever now. Linemen 
work safely under good supervision* Eleven- 
thousand volt work is done only with hot sticks. 
Wages have nearly tripled in the past 10 years 
and the men have siek leave and vacations. As 
BraiJ A cuff, long-time lineman put it, 4 ‘We’ve 
got good management that understands htbor. 
They work with the union officers 
to tin* best interests of both. 0 

We followed a line crew out 
on assignment, Tt had been sent 
to the Valley f harden Trailer Court 
at 35th Street between Van Burnt 
and Washington, A new line with 
new wire had just been strung 
for additional power service* This 
crew was sent out to take out the 
old transformer. It was most in- 
teresting In watch the ease and 
skill with which the lineman and 
the apprentice working with him 
removed the heavy transformer 
and lowered it safely to the wait- 
ing truck below.

(“Cap 4 ') Kelly stood beneath the 
pole keeping a constant vigil as 
the operations went on. “He’s an 
awfully good foreman/ 1 one of the 
men rein, a rked .

The men sprririff Their rubber in- 
sulating blanket so important to 
their working safe, on the ground 
in the shade, set out their lunch 
and a deck of cards and had u 
half hour's relaxation before fall- 
ing to again, 

\Yc visited another line crew 
aim This one was assigned to a 
spot at 40th Street and shea Bou- 
levard, which turned out to he 
rigid in the middle of the desert* 
This crew was building a 12,000 
volt line extension and was using 
a hot clamp stick to lie in the ex- 
tension, With additional lines 
going through the desert, new 
homes will spring up and 40th 
Street and Shea Boulevard will 
soon take on the atmosphere the 
inline suggests and become a real 
part of the community instead of 
desert. These linemen, ground men. 
helpers and truck drivers have 
played an important part in build* 
i n tr up a desert waste. 

In addition to the typical regu- 
lar assignments sueh as these men 
were tackling there are dozens of 


* 4 trouble M calls to be handled 
daily. These trouble calls come in 
on live phones. They arc relayed 
to ii radio operator who dispatches 
the calls to the line trucks in the 
right area. There are about 50 
such trucks in operation and all 
are equipped with two-way radios. 
They ean talk with the dispatcher 
and from one truck to another 
within an area of 20 miles. 


A radio operator is on duty day 
and night —often when there is a 
storm and lines go down, his life 
is a pretty hectic one. The radio 
operator who explained operations 
to us, was James B. Abridge, a 
competent man, efficient in his job, 
lie had lost an arm in sendee dur- 
ing the war, but this misfortune 
luis not hindered him in Ins work 
one iota. 

There are many people employed 
in this big job of keeping elec- 
tricity and gas flowing to all cen- 
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tral Arizona. There are the cable 
splfeers, the line patrolmen, electric 
service men, the gas service men, 
the meter readers, the welders, ma- 
chinists, blacksmiths, the mechan- 
ics who keep all the U&lapco trucks 
in good rnhning order. All are a 
part of the whole busy plan. We 
visited them all and were im- 
pressed with the spirit of team- 
work and cooperation that exists 
between the men on the jobs, the 
good know-how and tile real jot) 
satisfaction manifested every- 
where. 

The meter shops were interest- 
ing places In visit. In the Electric 
Meier Department, all meters for 
installation are purchased and 
every meter is tested according to 
state law. Every eight years meters 
are removed, tested and replaced. 
This section has a card record on 
every meter installed and every 
customer who has one. All repairs 
to meters are performed in this 
meter shop. 

The lias Meter Department was 
equally interesting. Here the same 
testing, repairing etc., on gas 
meters as is done in the Electric 
Meter Department on electric 
meters, is performed. One of the 
gas meter repairmen we talked 
with in this department, Carl 
tableman, was on the Apprentice- 
ship i’ommittee, (Vtlapco has the 
only gas meter apprentice plan 
ever set up in the utility industry 
in the I T nited States. We also 
talked with a new employe of the 
department soon to be received hi 
to the f.B.E.W. He spoke eagerly 
of his anticipal ion of joining. * ‘ II /s 
a great organization with lots of 
benefits/' he said, “and I'll he 
proud to be a member. 

In a big utility set-up like Dab 
a pro's there are a mini her of dis- 
trict offices and many substations. 
Wr only wish lime lout permitted 
us a visit to every one and a talk 
with the men on the job.

\VV visited the Kith Street Sub- 
station which is typical of the en- 
closed type* popularly known m 
**tin can” substations, since they 
are completely enclosed and all 
wires come in underground* The 
morning we stopped at the 16th 
Street sub, the men were moving 
out for repair, a 3,000 kw trans- 
former and replacing it with a 
2,000 kw* one. 

There are three substations like 
this in the Calapco set-up* The 
others arc the 2nd Street Substa- 
tion, the Oak Avenue Substation 
and the Lincoln Street metal clad 
sub. 

Most of the substations in Cal- 
apco J s operations are the later- 
sty led open-air subs. There are 
about 30 of these in and around 
Phoenix, The Country Club, Litch- 
field Park, Perryville, G illespic, 
Ucndora, Wickcaburg, Aguila, fit- 
tings, House* Tempo, Chandler, 
Sherman Street* were some of the 
ones which Clyde Konst, !^7 mem- 
ber and member of the first Ne- 
gotiating Committee to sign an 
agreement with Calapco, named 
for us. 

Wo visited the 23rd Street Sub- 
station which had been described 
to us as typical of the open-air 
type and Brother Koutz was there 
repairing a current transformer 
on an oil circuit breaker. All these 
substations are not constantly at- 
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tended, A man comes in every day 
and reads the demand meter. If 
anything goes wrong at a substa- 
tion, it shows up Immediately on 
the control board at 1 lie Phoenix 
office and a trouble shooter is dis- 
patched post haste. 

We visited a larger open-air sub- 
station also, the one at Litchfield 
and talked with the men on duty 
there. They explained their work 
and their equipment. They also 
showed us their prize possessions

Kit eh district office is set up on 
the same principle, but on a much 
smaller scale, as the main office in 
Phoenix. Customers come in to 
pay hills. In the larger offices, 
electric equipment stoves, refrig- 
erators, home freezers etc. — is dis- 
played. Prom those district offices, 
men are dispatched to do service 
work -turn service off and on and 
do all types of work that doesn't 
need a complete crew. Most dis- 
trict offices average three workmen 
in addition to the district manager 
and the clerical staff. One or more 


— tun families of kittens. Trouble 
Shooter \V. A. Stanley explained 
to us that it doesn't take an elec- 
tric storm to start things popping 
in a substation, On Master Sun- 
day morning both resident cats of 
the substation decided to have 
families simultaneously and picked 
the same box of important equip- 
ment to deposit the kittens in.

Now to come in out of the field 
and get back into the main Oal- 
apeo office. The Calapco office 
building is a most attractive one. 
Walls are painted soft gray green 
and music is piped in and plays 
in all offices, \Vc have pictured 
for you here in the Journal# some 
of the typical offices. There are 
four floors and a spacious base- 
ment, In general the office lloor 
set-up is ns follows i 

First lloor operations, electric 
and gas section and central divi- 
sion construction crews, t rouble 
section, radio operators, dispatch- 
ing on service calls and the Serv- 
ice Department, In the Service 
Department, facility section, there 
is a card for every customer in the 
Phoenix area. The Calapco down- 
town office where bills are paid 
and where many requests for serv- 
ice connects and disconnects are 
handled, calls into this facility sec- 
tion where all service records are 
kept* Five unit operators handle 
the calls and the service men are 
dispatched to handle the requests. 
On the day we visited this depart- 
ment 300 orders to connect or dis- 
connect service alone, Were re- 
ceived. 

On the second floor is the Engi- 
neering Department, the Person- 
nel Department, customers book- 
keeping and billing, Home Service 
Department, auditorium and mod- 
el kitchen. * ' r 

On floor three accounting, 
bookkeeping for the company, rate 
work, tax calculation, property 
evaluation and work of that nature 
is performed* It is on this floor 
that the spacious company cafe- 
teria* and lounge may he found 
also. 

The fourth floor houses the 
Executive and Sales Departments, 
including the residential, indus- 
trial and commercial sales forces* 
and all employes engaged in ad- 
vertising* publicity and promotion* 

So far wc have emphasized the 
part our 1’B.KW, people play in 
making Calapco tick. About 460 
of Calapco- 1 total force belongs to 
our union* All of these other em- 
ployes play a most important, part 
also. In fact in every impression 
of Calapco, the visitor lias the

In 1941) a “Back in Action” 
sales program was in an gum ted. 
This was an all-out sales effort, 
intended to bring every sales- 
man to his to m and make every 
employe conscious of the selling 
side of Calapeo and the part 
he or she could play in it. Ex- 
cellent literature was made up 
and distributed to all the staff 
showing just how they could best 
cooperate. The plan of action was 
outlined in nine salient points: 
f 1 ) Prospect development — pros- 
pects being turned in and followed 
up. (2) Horne service — eight home 
service advisers giving demonstra- 
tions, cooking schools eft 1 . 1o help 
sell appliances, (3) Displays in 
I ’a hi pen offices. ( 4 1 Sales t ra in - 
ing program for dealers, (5) Dis- 
tribution of sales manuals, (61 
Sales bullet ins showing results for 
each month. (7) Dealer sales 
meetings. (8) Special tie-in ma- 
terial issued- — banners, displays, 
colorful price tags, attractive post- 
ers, stickers etc. ( 1) > Special ad- 
vertising in newspapers, on the 
radio and by special publications, 
displays, bid let ins and booklets. 

There are 5 6 employes on the 
sales staff, but the crux of the 
whole * * Back in Action TJ sales pro- 
gram, revolves about nil the em- 
ployes, The employes turn in the 
names of prospective appliance 
purchasers. These names are 
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screened by ( Sales Stii fl‘ 
members who work with tin* dealer 
cotmlinalor who in turn gi vos the 
prospects to appliance dealers for 
their fallow -llirough mid sale. Tin* 
employes turning in names of 
prosper! s who I my. earn “Neddy 
points'' whiHi can be used to 
pure Iiasc valuable prizes listed 

in a special catalogue issued to all 
employes. The i-alapeo Company 
does not make direct sales to eus* 
louvers except in certain eases but 
cooperates fully with dealers In 
the service area tit boost their sales 
thus increasing the electric load, 
providing more revenue for < 'nl- 
a pep, bel ter and more secure jobs, 
etc. right on down the line. 

Now for another phase of our 
story.

('illapco. Now we would like to 
tell you specifically some of the 
tilings tins company does for its 
employes. 

Well to begin with, it lias a 
marvelous personnel department.

An Open Office 

ft corge rireen bends the Person- 
nel Department and any employe 
of the company can walk into Ins 
office and discuss any matter with 
him and find courteous attention 
and a solution to bis problem if 
at all possible. There are few per- 
sonnel problems tit Oilapeo be- 
en use their causes are uprooted at 
the start. In many business con- 
cerns employes' small problems be- 
come magnified and grievances ag- 
gregate. because the employe has 
no one to whom he can bring his 
complaints. Not so at Calapco. As 
one employe expressed it: ‘‘I’ve 
worked in many companies in the 
past 25 years but this is the only 
company where you can go into 
management’s office, stick your 
feel on the desk and blow your 
top. The lowest employe can talk 
to t ho lop brass any time." This 
policy really pays dividends too 
in loyalty and service on the part 
of the employes. As one line fore- 
man put (I : 14 Sure, we're going 
to stick by this company. In the 
worst storm or conditions, I’ve 
never known a man to fail to show 
up.” 

We would like to summarize for 
you here n few of the advantages 
this n i l igh t cued management has 
promoted for its employes. To 
give a general idea of how exten- 
sive a program of health and wel- 
fare this company has promoted, 
a large amount per month per em- 
ploye is spent I iy the company for 
benefits for its employes in addi- 
tion to salaries. Mr. William Ismay 


is the competent head of the 
I Icall.li and Welfare I >epartment 
at Tala pen. 

Generous Pension Plan 

The company has a generous 
pension plan in operation, but 
feeling the worth of the Brother- 
flood pension plan it lias cooper- 
ated with ns on that also as we 
mentioned above. 

Under the company pension 
plan, the employe contributes 
nothing but is paid when retired 
(at age 65 for a man and 60 lor 
a woman) one and one-half per- 
cent of his current salary for 
every year of service. This pension 
plan is set up on a profit-sharing 
basis and part of the company’s 
profits each year go into this fund 
to pay pensions* The amount of 
pension received is salary at time 
of retirement times the number of 
years service, times one and one- 
half percent. 

For example a man with 20 
years service* making $3000 year- 
ly at time of retirement, would 
receive ISO \ t 1 L >U 45 \ *$2000 
$1350 yearly plus one half of 
his social security* the other half 
being included in the formula. In 
no case can an employee draw more 
than 50 percent of Ins last salary 
in retirement pay unless his social 
security ami his interest in the 
profit-sharing plan would entitle 
him to m on* than 50 percent. If 
an employe dies, the accumulated 
amount credited to him in the 
profit -sharing fund is paid to his 
benefieiarj-. At present the profit- 
sharing plan Inis not I milt the fund 
up sufficiently so that it is self- 
supporting, but the company is 
supplementing the fund until such 
time as ii will be self-sufficient. 

A generous group hospitaliza- 
tion plan is also in effect at Ual- 
upeo. Regardless of how many de- 
pendents a man lias, lie pays $1.00 
only per month, into the hospital- 
ization fund and the company 
pays the rest, for full coverage 
for the whole family. This plan 
includes $7.00 a day for hospital 
room plus $105.00 for bib fees, 
operating room etc. In addition a 
surgical plan whereby operations 
are paid for, is also in effect. 

Cal a pro's health program does 


nut stop with the hospital iza lion 
program however. There is a 
complete medical department with 
hospital equipment set up at the 
plant with a trained nurse in 
constant attendance. She treats all 
minor injuries as well as helps em- 
ployes with medical problems 
aids them to locate doctors etc. 

There are Diathermy and Infra- 
Red Hay machines for treatment 
of employes needing such medica- 
tion, Preventive therapy for colds 
is aijminisiered to all who desire 
it. Hold tablets, antihistamines 
and other types of medicines that 
do not require a preser dpi ion arc 
given employes free of charge. 

In addition to the retirement 
and health benefits a life insurance 
plan is in r fleet. Employes can 
obtain insurance at a cost of 50 
cents per month per $1000 and the 
company pays the rest 

A com 1 1 Jet e sa fety progra ni is 
in operation at Ualapco, One of 
our members, W, S. McFarland 
lias recently been made a safety 
supervisor and we were told, is 
doing n splendid job of cutting 
down flic acciden I rate and pro- 
tecting 1 ho men on the job. Each 
department has n safety committee 
which meets once a month to dis- 
cuss accidents that have occur ml 
and how they can he prevented in 
the future. 

Safety Is Stressed 

An illustrated accident analy- 
ses study called* ” 1 low It Hap- 
pened” is written lip in an in- 
teresting manner quarterly and 
distributed throughout the plant. 

The Safety Department con- 
ducts first aid classes, supervises 
inspection of tools, equipment and 
working conditions. 

A safety educational campaign 
is carried on constantly by means 
of clever posters, booklets and the 
company newspaper. The acciden I 
and death rale has decreased trem- 
endously with the advent of the 
organized safety program as we 
mentioned elsewhere in this ar- 
ticle.

employes does not stop here, how- 
ever. The company operates an 
excellent cafeteria, serving meals

The Byword 

Another made a slight typo- 
graphical error in his letter to the 
Journal but one which wo think 
signifies a more important thought 
than tlie one he was trying to cm 
phasizc. lie said. “Freedom and 
security is the by work in this 
country/' Byword was the term 
intended but it is only hi/ work 
good, honest, sincere work as citi- 
zens* exercising our right to vote 
for the people who are going to 
make the decisions which so vital- 
ly affect our lives, that freedom 
mid security can be retained. 

That precious right of fran- 
chise, fought for, for m many cen- 
turies by men all over the world 
in every country where men have 
yearned to be free, is in danger. 
Especially here in our nation 
which is the cradle of liberty and 
the foremost exponent of democra- 
cy, has it been suffering some stag* 
goring blows in recent years. For 
example, take a look at the follow- 
ing voting figures: 

In 1 K96, S3 percent of all eligi 
blc American citizens went to the 
polls to vote. In 1916 only 72 
percent east ballots* By 1936, the 
figure had dropped to 57 permit 
and by 1948 only 51 percent of 
the potential American voters were 
voting* This is truly a terrible 
thing* Brothers, You know if a 
limb or an organ is never used, 
before long it dries op and be- 
comes useless, Tibs same thing 
can happen to our vote am! once 
losi it may never be regained. 
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But to get back to Senator Pep- 
per and his regretable defeat. 
There are two bright spots to be 
remembered about the Florida 
campaign. Where the workers 
were organized and trade union- 
ists were aide to present the facts, 
Senator Pepper did well. In Mi- 
ami for example, home city of Rep- 
resentative S mat hers, and which 
Smathers had expected to carry 
hy at least a 30,000 majority. Pop- 
per was victorious. lie also car- 
ried Tampa, another place where 
unionists were on the job. This 
encourages us to believe that union 
efforts will bring greater success 
in other quarters. 

Tipping the Beales 

Trade unionists in Florida did 
their best, we re sure, and worked 
long and hard. Of course we 
never know. If every trade union 
mem her had worked just a little 
harder, if those who didn't work 
at all had come forward, if Labor's 
League had had just a little more 
money to spend on the campaign, 
results may have been different. 

The hard work of labor people 
and Labor's League paid divi- 
dends in Alabama where Senator 
Lister I [ill, one of the most pro- 
gressive Democrats of the south 
achieved a t wo4o-one victory in 
the primary. The progressive can- 
didates backed by labor in Indi- 
ana were also successful. 



We now know who is going to 
oppose til ft $64- quest ion boy in 
Ohio, Senator Taft. It is State 
Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson who 
polled 50.000 more votes titan his 
nearest opponent. Regarding this 
nomination however, there is a 
note of warning. II seemed signi- 
ficant to us tbit Senator Taft who 
was unopposed on the "Republican 
ticket, polled more votes in a con- 
fid cnee vote cast than all his six 


I JemocratJc opponents 1 ogcl her. 
This lets us know we're going to 
have a very tough battle in Ohio 
in November and it is here more 
than in any other state that the 
issue is the most compelling. 

Precinct Work 

Well Brothers, I don't suppose 
we have to draw you a picture to 
let you know what we arc counting 
on you to do. We are counting 
on you to vote and to get. out 
every other vote you can. We’ve 
been harping for mouths on get- 
ting everybody registered. Dead- 
line dates for that will have passed 
in many states before vour maga- 
zine reaches you. We hope with 
all our strength that you are reg- 
istered. 

Remember that elections are 
won in the precincts. Labor's 
League needs all the voluntary 
workers it can get to check regis- 
tration lists, to distribute cam- 
paign literature, to be a shop or 
precinct committeeman, t o serve 
at the polls on election day.

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We are in the midst of the great- 
est expansion in the history of the 
power industry ueenrdillg to A. (A 
Mojdeitlu vice president in charge 
of engineering for West inghouse. 
Speaking before the A I HE Power 
( 'nnl'crenee held recently at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., Monteith pointed out 
that this eoimtry has ine reused its 
installed eajmeity of electrical gen- 
eration by one-third during the 
five years following the war; and 
will again increase this total by 
about forty per cent in I tie next 
live years. 

Development of electrical equip- 
ment is matching strides with this 
tremendous expansion. Steam tur- 
bines arc increasing in size and in 
efficiency, Thu need for high gen- 
eration efficiency under the influ- 
ence of rising fuel costs has 


brought reheat back into the pic- 
ture in a grand manner. 

Sizes of high-speed generating 
units tin* increasing. One firm re- 
cently offered to bin Id a 150,000- 
kw machine using one-half pound 
hydrogen pressure. Willi 30-pound 
hydrogen* this machine could de- 
li vet 1 220,000 leva, While 150,000 
leva represents the approximate top 
for single -shaft. 3600-rpm ma- 
chines at the moment, when there 
is need for still larger machines, 
they can be bn ill wit It confidence. 

Switchgear is also advancing to 
meet the new demands, Only a 
year ago five million kva was con- 
sidered the probable upper limit 
iu i nl eiTitpl big capacity for 13N- 
and l.fil-kv syst ems. One large sys- 
tem is now planning on the basis 
of 7A4 million kva for its 161 -kv 
system. Improved interrupters are 
making possible high -capacity, 
medium -voltage breakers for in- 
terrupt nig times of three cycles in- 
stead of five that can he ice I used 
in 15 cycles instead of 20 or 30. 
The reduced arc energy is length- 
ening service periods so that five 
years is eon side red as ample be- 
tween reconditioning, with oil 
tests only at yearly intervals 

Higher Ratings 

Transformers continue lo grow 
in capacity, A ran tig of I -1 5,000 
kva fora three-phase transformer 
has already been reached with pos- 
sibly even larger ones in the near 
future. Two-hundred thousand kva 
can lie provided if desired. It is 
certain that three- phase transform- 
ers will he dominant in the future, 

Liquid-filled transformers will 
largely disappear from industrial 
plants and office buildings to be re- 
placed with air- or gas-cooled 
types. Development of a complete-* 
ly sealed, dry-iype transformer 
makes practical elimination of 
transformer liquids in subways and 
vaults, in contaminated atmos- 
pheres, and even outdoors. 
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Campaign I Man tied to 
Booh! line of Power 


With the margin of reserve gen- 
erating capacity having increased 
from a narrow 5.!) per cent in 
1.348 to 11.5 per cent in 1941), the 
country's power and light industry 
is launching a salcs-promol inn 
campaign to increase the use of 
electricity, Hy 1951. t lie current 
plant expansion program is ex- 
pected to increase the reserve gen 
crating capacity to IS per cent. 

To increase power sales, a drive 
lias been aimed partly at captur- 
ing some of the market going to 
the gas appliance industry. The 
big profits in the electric utility 
industry, it is said, will come from 
sale of elect r icily for household 
appliances, such as clothes and 
ills!] washing machines, electric 
stoves, television sets, and freezing 
units. Promotion of these and 
other heavy power -consuming ap- 
pliances will be intensified by util- 
ity cam pun k& and dealers. 


South's Utilities lo 
Spend Billion by '515 


More than a Id I lion dollars will 
be spent by private electric utili- 
ties in nine southern states for 
new facilities during the five-year 
period 1949-53. 

The estimates, prepared by the 
Southern Association of Science 
and Industry, a non-profit organi- 
zation founded to promote the 
scientific and industrial develop- 
ment of ihe South, are as follows: 
*284,410,000 last year; *304,505,- 
000 this year; and $633,903,000 for 
the 1951-53 period. 

The report says that *Mhe South 
has nev er known such a generally 
healt hy eoipdi I ion. ' 
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makes a List ami turns ii over to 
the mailing department so that 
they may keep their records up it» 
date. 

A card in$e£ file is maintained 
by Mr*. Zelie. Weording all names 
and addresses of local union nffi- 
errs, also meeting place and elec 
lion year. This list is hi constant 
use by members of both the Presi- 
dent's and Secretary's depart- 
ments. at the 1.0. 

Every year Mrs. Zelie compiles 
t he new Local l 'man I > i rectory 
from her uivto-date directory slips. 
This biKtk is corrected, proof-read, 
checked and double-checked before 
it is finally printed and subse- 
quently mailed to all our local 
unions. 

Bonding of Officers 

Airs. Zelie has charge of another 
important operation at headquar- 
ters also. The financial officers of 
each local union, according to otir 
Const i t ut ion , must he bonder! 
through the Intematitmal Office. 
Bond schedules are kept in out 
office. When new local union by- 
laws are received, these bond sched- 
ules are cheeked against the bylaws 
to lie sure that the bond coverage 
has remained the same, In the 
event it has changed, the proper 
adjustment is made with the bond- 
ing company. 

Mrs, Zelie has the following sug- 
gestions to make to our member- 
ship which will help her to give 
more efficient service to all our 
local unions. 

(1) Will recording secretaries 
of each local union notify the In- 
ter national Secretary of all 
changes of officers as soon as the 
changes occur. 

( 2 ) N e w 1 y e ha r i e r e d I o e a I 
unions are requested to send in 


their fUled-iu directory slips just 
as soon as ficrnmneul officers are 
elected, 

i*i Local Unions holding elec- 
lions should see that all nominees 
for office are eligible, that is — have 
two years standing in the local 
union. 

(4) Any information desired or 
changes to la? made by local unions 
with regard to bond coverage 
should lie sent directly to the Fi- 
delity and Deposit t ’ompany of 
Maryland. 20S Alhee Building, 
Washington a. IK F. 

(o) < 'hecks in payment of bond 
premiums should he made payable 
to the Fidelity and Deposit t ’om- 
pany of Maryland and not to the 
International Secretary. 

(fi) Filled-in hoed applications 
are no longer necessary unless the 
coverage desired is ill excess of 
$10,000; It is the office that is 
bonded and not flic individual. 

Those Important Charters 

Mrs, Nora Fogey is the super- 
visor at International headquarters 
who handles all the details of issu- 
ing charters. In this regard she 
works with both President Tracy 
and Secretary Milne. 

When charter applications are 
received at the LO. they must first 
he approved by the International 
President. A careful cheek is made 
cm the trade classification and ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction of applications 
for new chart its in order that the 
new local unions will not conflict

But there are 
many, many details left untouched 
— some we cannot hope to cover in 
our summaries — -and this month we 
bring you an account of some of 
the detailed activity of your 1.0* 
ami the doers thereof. 


The Local Union Directory 

Local rnions receive an updo- 
da tr directory eveCv vonr. A great 
deal of work goes into keeping that 
directory up to date and maintain- 
ing current lists of elected officers 
at the International Office. The 
employe who has charge of this 
work is Mrs. Jean Zelie. 

The 1 nternat tonal Foust it ut ion 
provides that each local union 
must have an elected set of officers. 
Fleet ions are held in dune every 
two or four years. the first of 
the month prior to elections, a di- 
rectory form is mailed to the re- 
cording secretary of each local 
union holding elections that year. 
Officers are required tn have two 
years continuous good standing in 
the local union and in local unions 
having ’‘A’ 1 members* it is neces- 
sary for the financial secretary to 
be an 4i A 9f member. As soon as 
the directory slips are returned to 
tills office, Mrs. Zelie cheeks tin 
standings. If they arc okay, she 
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in any way with local unions al- 
ready in existence. 

After 1 he International Presi- 
dent has approved the char ter, il is 
made out* the local union number 
is assigned and the charter and 
hooks are immediately sent to the 
organizer who in turn installs the 
charter and conducts the election 
of officers. 

Proper supplies for the type of 
membership which t lie charter will 
cover are forwarded to each newly- 
chartered local union, 

A series of card numbers for 
each type of membership is as- 
signed and a charter letter giving 
implicit instructions for setting up 
the local is mailed to the new local 
union. Accompanying this charter

permanent files. These letters 
cover: i 1 Federal income Tax in- 
format imi; ( 2 > Exemption from 
Social Security taxes; ( 3 ) Bom ling 
u( local union officers: <4) Piree- 
tory slip and instructions; i'Th 
Proper procedure to follow in cob 
leethig monthly per capita and for- 
warding monthly reports to the 
I.O.; (6> Proper disposition of 
funds of newly chartered local 
union: (7 > Change of one type of 
tnenibei^lii p to another. 

Mrs, Casey sees that all these de- 
tails are carried out and then she 
makes permanent files and records 
on tliis new local union for the In- 
ternational Office, The charter ap- 
plication is placed on file. Infor- 
mation placed on the charter is 
recorded on a jurisdiction card and 
filed. An alpha helical index to- 
gether with local union number* 
location and card numbers is given 
to the supervisor of the depart- 
ment in which the members records 
of this local union will be kept and 
posted. 

Next an official seal with the new 
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forwarding completed directory 
slips at once and a proposed set of 
bylaws. Also ii would he appre- 
ciated if ill ey would send their 
monthly reports regularly by the 
10th of the month. 

CJ 1 Local futons contemplating 
mi amendment Uj their charter 
should first mptest approval from 
I 'resident Traey and then forward 
their charter to this office. Supplies 
for a typo of membership not eov 
ered by the charter should not be 
ordered mil it after approval of

As E*W.B,A. applications are re- 
ceived at the Idh they are immedi- 
ately cheeked and sent to Miss 
Marjorie Radboume. supervisor of 
this department. If a member lias 
failed to correctly state his bene- 
ficiary* a letter from this depart- 
ment is sent to the member re- 
questing correct designation of 
beneficiary. Failure on tile part of 
the member to forward this in- 
formation often holds up the issu- 
ance of a certificate for many 
months. All E.W.B.A. applied 
linns are numbered and certifi- 
cates arc drawn up and mailed 
from this department. 

This depart ment handles ail mail 
from local unions and members, 
pertaining to (1) Requests for 
change of beneficiary- (2) Claims 
of certificates never having been 
received, f 3) Special inquiries re- 
garding benefits. 

An this mail is received, all in* 
formation and standings of the 
record in question are cheeked and 
the correspondence answered. 

M tmi b e r s coming: unde r 1 1 1 e 
E.W.B.A. death benefit fund arc 
all issued benefit certificates. All 
changes of beneficiary are for- 
warded direct to the 1 .0, or 
through the local union to t he 1,0, 
on change of benfieiary form No, 
128 together with the cert.ificn.tc. 
rhange of 1 mnefteia rv is made by 
the girls in this department and 
the certificate is returned to the 
member. 

Members coming under the 
LB.EAV* death benefit fund (those 
members in Michigan, Kansas and 
Canada) while emit led to the same 
benefits as IvWJtA. members are 
not issued certificates.

Death Claims Are Paid 

The details of payment of death 
claims Is handled chiefly by Mrs. 
Bertha Bridges. When a death 
cl aini is revived it must be accom- 
panied by the benefit certificate 
i hut was issued to the deceased 
member plus certified proof of 
death from the Bureau of Vital 
Stal istics. 

When these documents arc re- 
ceived at the I n. Mrs. Bridges 
makes a file jacket for them giving 
name, local union and card num- 
ber of the deceased mem her. This 
is then forwarded to the supervisor 
nn tier whose jurisdiction this mem- 
bers records were kept, and she in 
turn supplies standing arid mem- 
bership cards. This information is 
recorded and returned in the de- 
partment. Then the claim is en- 
tered in the Death Benefit f 2a ini 
Register of either the E.WJLA, or 
I.B.EAV. (Panada. Michigan and 
Kansas) as the case might be. A 
number is assigned to each claim, 
dummy cards are made and re- 
lumed to the supervisor. Deceased 
members are then dropped from 
the local union card file, mailing 
list and insurance count. 

If the claim is in order and the 
necessary documents have been re- 
ceived. then an appropriate letter 
is written by one of our typists and 
t he file is sent to the bookkeeping 
department for a check covering 
the amount of bene fit and any dues 
paid in advance The bookkeeping 
department forwards a list of all 
claims |aud monthly to the Jo-unutl 
supervisor for publication in the 
J mi nuil. 

In difficult eases, for example 
those 111 which the mimed benefi- 


ciary is tumble to take the benefit 
for one reason or another, Mrs. 
Bridges usually turns these claims 
over to our office manager* Mr, 
Howard Wright or to the (Jencra! 
(Ymnsei of the Brotherhood for 
special dictation and handling. 

When el aims arc completed and 
paid, they arc filed by number by 
Mrs. Bridges and later are micro- 
filmed. Pending claims are held 
and follow- up letters are written 
until claim is paid. 

Our Members Go On Pension 

Mrs. Bridges also handles de- 
tails of pension payments. When 
requests eome in from members 
desiring to be placed on pension, a 
file jacket giving name* local union 
and card number of applicant is 
made immediately. This is then 
forwarded to the appropriate su 
per visor for information on mem- 
bership standing and date of birth. 
This information is returned im- 
mediately and if in order* pension 
applications are mailed. For mem- 
bers in local unions* applications 
are mailed to I he local union. For 
members on withdrawal card, ap- 
plications are mailed directly to 
them. 

When applications arc returned 
to the 1,0., Mrs. Bridges cheeks to 
see if the member is eligible for 
pension. The member must he fi5 
years of age and have 20 years of 
cm i tin nous standing, All questions 
must have been tilled in and the 
required signatures and local sea! 
affixed. 

These conditions having been 
complied with, t he applications arc 
approved by the International Sec- 
retary and a special pension with- 
drawal card is mailed to the appli- 
cant wit 1 1 an approval letter. 

Applicants approved are placed 
on pension the month following 
favorable action* providing pen- 
sion withdrawal card is returned 
by the 1 5 th of the month. Applica- 
tions arc filed in duplicate. One 
application is for the Board of 
Trustees and the other is for the 
1*0* pension file. 

Cheeks ate mailed on the last 
of the month with special award 
scrolls and cards.

EDITOR : In regard to the A.C. gen* 
erator excitation question In the April 
JiM'RNAt,, I would like to say Brother 
Bourne is correct. However, this con- 
dition of under excited A.C. generator 
producing a leading current is tnu 1 
only when two or more A.C, gener- 
ators are in parellcl. 

An mi del excited A*C* generator 
not in parallel would have a lower 
output voltage than the same machine 
with rated excitation- Whether its 
current would be lagging or leading 
would be determined only by the 
character of the load. That is, an in* 
duct l vc load takes a lugging current 
and a capacitive load a leading cur- 
rent * 

When A.C, generators are in paral- 
lel the division of reactive current is 
determined by the excitation of the 
generators. It is for this reason that 
cross current compensation is re- 
quired with automatic alternator 
voltage regulators when the machines 
are operated in parallel. An over ex- 
cited A.C* generator operating with 
an under excited generator will cause 
considerable cross or circulating cur- 
rent to flow between the machines. 

As Brother Bourne stated, this con- 
dition is just opposite for synchronous 
motors or eondensors, An over ex- 


cited synchronous motor dws take a 
leading current but an over excited 
A.C, generator in parallel with other 
generators gives a lagging current.

Editor ; The problem presented by 
Brother Hull in the April edition of 
mtr JnrRWt. is mm common to many 
farmers and stockmen who run ex- 
posed water pipelines in those parts 
nf our country where subfreezing tem- 
peratures are infrequently encoun- 
tered. 

Assuming that Mr. II all's 250-foot 
water line of l h‘ r iron pipe is thus 
exposed for its entire length, let us 
analyze its thermodynamics and use 


the results as a guide to the possible 
measures that may be taken to insure 
against freeze-ups in this and similar 
situations* 

Let us assume that the outside tern 
peratur© is at ZERO and that the 
pipeline is freshly filled with water 
coming in with a temperature of 5.0 
degrees* If this water remains stu- 
1 ionary, how long will it take for the 
pipeline to freeze solid? 

First, lct T s calculate how much heat 
must be lost by the system for this 
freezing to take place. This pipe- 
line holds about dfl pounds of water 
and for the temperature drop of IS 
degree* from 50 to 32* each pound 
must lose 18 BTU* or about 1080 BTU 
in alb A pound of water at 32 F. 
in freezing to a pound of ice at 32 
F, must lose about 150 BTU more. 
For the system this would come In 
0,000 BTU. We see, now, that the 
system must lose around 10,000 BTU 
to freeze solid. (The heat loss of the 
iron piping Is not insignificant* but 
since no latent beat of fusion is in 
volvod, it will he neglected*) 

How fast will the system lose 10,- 
(100 BTU under the circumstances out 
lined? Iron piping will lose alum! 

! BTU per hour per square foot of 
surface per degree of temperature 
difference between the inside water* 
and the outside air surface. 250 feet 
of % * pipe has a surface of about 
(10 square feet Its radiation loss 
will then be about 00 BTU per hour 
per square foot per degree. The ini- 
tial temperature differential will be 
50 degrees, the terminal differential 
during which freezing takes place will 
l*e 32 degrees, with an average dif- 
ferential of about It) degrees. The 
average heat loss will then be ftO BTU 

40 degrees or 2400 BTU per hour* 
The system will freeze solid in about 
4 hours* 

Now let us see how much f refill 
water at 50 degrees must be intro- 
duced into Hull's pipe line to balance 
the average heat loss nf 2400 BTU 
per hour, if freezing were to be pre- 
vented by drawing off the coo let! wa- 
ter Ixifore it began to freeze. Each 
pound of fresh water would add tk 
BTU of superheat I?) to the system. 
To extract 2400 BTU from this 
source, Hall would have to draw ufT 
an average of 133 pounds (approx. 
HI gals*) of water per hour* 

The calculated radiation loss of 
24 ()(l RTU per hour represents, in 
electrical equivalents, an energy rate 
of KVV. If no water were drawn 
from the system, as at night, % KVV 
of electricity dissipated in heating thi 
pipeline would prevent its freezing.

American women in general are 
good cooks — no mistake about it. But 
there is one criticism which some of 
our foreign sisters make of us which 
in some instances is entirely justified. 
That criticism is that we do not take 
full advantage of spices in our re- 
cipes, Much of the piquant flavor 
and charm which makes its enjoy 
foreign dishes so much, is derived 
from the proper use of spices — all 
kinds of spices in their cookery. So 
lady, if some of your meals seem to 
hick zest and some of your favorite 
dishes seem a little flat, why not 
learn the gentle art of using spices. 

Betty Lane, author of a new book 
on using spices in cooking says: ”A 
wise man once said that you can 
judge the quality of a man's mind 
by bis book shelf, and the quality of 
a woman's cooking by her spice shelf. 
Two meals, produced with the same 
facilities, can be as different as wine 
and water. The difference is the nar- 
row margin of a few cents worth 
of seasoning and the ability to fol- 
low a recipe.” 

Here are a few notes on some of 
the more popular herbs and spices 
and suggestions for their use. 

Allspice- — ir/io/c- -use in pickling, 
meats, gravies, boiling fish. Ground 
—in baking, puddings, relishes and 
some fruit preserves. 

Try adding a dash tit tomato umwe. 

Anise Seed — Good in cookies, can- 
dies, sweet pickles. Sprinkle on 
coffee cakes, sweet rolls. 

For anise cookies, just add t i tea- 
spoon ground anise to cookie hatter. 

Steed Basil — Important seasoning 
in tomato paste and tomato dishes. 
Good also in cooked peas, squash and 
string beans. 

Sprinkle chopped basil leaves on 
la nth chops before cooking. 

Caraway Sr erf— Widely used in 
baking. Good in sauerkraut, new cab- 
bage, noodles and soft cheese spreads. 

S pri n klv ca n ned a spa r a <j u s w ith 
caraway before heating, 

C i nv a m o n - —Who fa — uset ! i n pi e k - 
ling, preserving. Ground on baked 
goods, mashed sweet potatoes, with 
sugar for cinnamon toast. 

Use ground cinnamon in chocolate 
sauce for ice cream topping. 

Chervil — Resembles parsley in fla- 
vor. Good in soups, salads, egg dish- 
es, French dressing, fish. 


Chop fine, then sprinkle over broiled 
fisk before removing from the broiler , 

Closes — Whole- -for pork and ham 
roasts, pickling of fruits. Ground 
baked goods, chocolate pudding, 
stews, vegetables. For a tastier meat 
stew add n small onion studded with 
2 or ./ whole doves, 

Curry Powder — Use in curry sauce, 
for currying eggs, vegetables, fish 
and meat. Try a dash in French 
dressing, scalloped tomatoes, clam 
chowder. 

Add l teaspoon to can of tomato 
soup. 

Garlic Salt — Puts zest into tomato 
juice, any meat or vegetable dish, 
stews, French dressing or salad. 

Season steaks with garlic soli he- 
f are cooking, 

Gi n ffer — Grou nd — u se in g i n g c r - 
bread, cakes, pumpkin pie, canned 
fruits. Rub chicken inside and out 
with a mixture of ginger and butter 
before roasting. 

Marjoram — Delicious combined 
with other herbs in stews, soups, 
sausage. Good in fish recipes. 

Sprinkle over lamb while cooking 
for an excellent flavor touch. 

Nutmeg— Use in baked goods, 
sauces, puddings. Topping for egg- 
nog, custards, whipped cream. Good 
on cauliflower and spinach. 

A pinch of nutmeg adds flavor to 
the crust of a meat pie , 

Rosemary— 1' so in lamb dishes, in 
soups and stews. 

Add a sprig of rosemary to hoi fad 
potatoes in the early stages of cook* 
ing. 

Sage Particularly good with pork 
and pork products* Good in sty fling. 

Season Manhattan Clam Chowder 
with Sage, 

Thyme- - Used in stews, soups ami 
poultry stuffings. Excellent in clam 
and fish chowders, in chipped beef 
and fricassees* 

Sprinkle thyme o ver fresh t o nut- 
toe# in a bed of lettuce and rover 
u it It tdii 1 e o i l a n d v i n eg a r d re ssi n g .

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Transfer Device Tool 
Made by Sail An Ionian 

Brother J. F, Matuska, of J2L r > Jen- 
nings Avenue, San Antonio II, Texas, 
has invented a transfer device tool 
which supports telephone, telegraph 
and signal wires temporarily Avhile 
crossarms arc being replaced. He is 
selling the device for $17. Following 
is information provided by Brother 
Matuska. 

In working on the top crossarm, the 
tool is mounted on top of the pole and 
the wires are united from the insula- 
tors and placed into fibre holders, five 
on cither side. The wires are then 
approximately eight inches above the 
top of the crossarm. The tool is also 
used to support wires temporarily 
while the crdasarms and wires are be- 
ing transfer red from old poles to new 
poles. 



This transfer device tool is a com- 
bination and is used on top crossarm 
replacement and on any crossarm on 
pole thereafter. Also, on lines where 
power lines are above telephone, tele- 
graph and signal wires provided there 
is four feet of clearance between 
power lines. This tool mounts hori- 
zontally for such replacement of 
crossarms he low power lines. 

The tool operates on second cross- 
ami replacement and on any crossarm 
thereafter on pole by dismounting 
part of the transfer device tool which 
takes approximately ten seconds and 
is then ready to be used for second 
cross arm replacement or any cross- 
arm on pole the leafier. The hooks 
arc attached around the pins on the 
top of the crossarm and the hooks are 
made so that they will fit either wood- 
en or steel pins. The wires are placed 
into the transfer device tool, five on 
either side or less, and will be held 
in the clear above the crossarms that 
linemen are replacing or transferring 
without interference on circuits. The 
hooks that are used to hook around 


the pins on the top crossarm can be 
placed on any pin position. 

The wires are always above the 
crossarm which the lineman is replac- 
ing or on any crossarm thereafter 
that is being replaced or transferred 
from old [roles to new poles, by using 
the transfer device tool without inter- 
ference to circuits. 

The tool weighs six and one-half 
pounds when used to replace the top 
crossarm and two and one-half 
pounds when used to replace any 
crossarm thereafter on pole, 

A lineman can work one side of the 
crossarm and then the other side, as 
it is not necessary to be alternating 
the wires into the transfer device tool 
holders. 

The tool is sturdily built and 
handles corners up to 30 degrees as 
well as any present type of transposi- 
tions. Wires from any type transposi- 
tion can be placed into the transfer 
device tool holders without interfer- 
ence to circuits while replacing old 
crossarm or replacing old poles with 
new poles, while (.he wires ami cross- 
arms are being tra ns fried.

In radio repair, AC- 
DC radios have one side of the line on 
the chassis by touching the chassis 
with this tester, it will light if it is 
hot and the line plug can be turned 
around again preventing shock. It 
will test radio transformers, plate 
voltages, show RF and IF frequencies 
by holding near the set. It will tune 
diathermy machines or any high fre- 
quency such as welding machines.

Device to Protect 

Terminals Patenled 

From Brother Joseph Schneider* 
man, a Chicago city elect Heal inspec- 
tor and member of Local Union 134, 
comes the following letter: 

“Enclosed please find copy of re- 
cently acquired patent, 1 am anxious 
to have some of the LR.E.W. men who 
specialise in neon signs, see this 
patent.” 

Excerpts from the Patent Office cir- 
cular follow: 

“My invention relates to a device 
for protecting electrical terminal con- 
nections* and more particularly to a 
two-part device capable of rapid dis- 
sociation for exposing the terminals 
for specific servicing purposes, the 
parts being so constructed atul ar- 
ranged as to obviate loss or displace- 
ment of either during such servic- 
ing. , . * 

“Signs for interior and exterior dis- 
til ays comprising formed glass tubing 
filled with certain gases such as neon* 
argon or xenon and illuminated by a 
high voltage impressed across termi- 
nals at each end thereof* are well 
known. Most of these are intercon- 
nected with the sou ice of electrical 
power in a manner in enable discon- 
nection in a simple and rapid manner 
to enable the tubing constituting the 
principal pail of the sign to be 
cleaned* or in the case of signs mount- 
ed adjacent other surfaces* for ex- 
ample, a store window* to permit 
washing of the window without en- 
dangering the fragile tubing of the 
sign, 

“To facilitate such removal of the 
sign from its supports the terminals 
protruding from the ends of the glass 
tubing are bent into hook form* and 
the latter are engageable and dlsen- 
gageahk over corresponding hooks 
forming terminals for a source of 
power, for example* a high* volt age 
transformer. 

“Prior practice has been to protect 
the mtercngaged hooks by glass 
sleeves movable out of or into termi- 
nal-protecting imsition. However* such 
sleeves are fragile and are frequently 
broken. Many users are apt to ne- 
glect replacing a broken sleeve, and 
as a consequence the terminals remain 
exposed to constitute a hazard to per- 
sons and property due to the high 
voltage current flowing therethrough. 
Furthermore a sleeve which has been 
merely chipped is likely to be con* 
t acted by a person not using proper 
care, and injury may result. 

“Accordingly, a principal object of 
my invention is to provide a two-part 
terminal n rot voting member of gen- 
erally tubular construction, adapted 
to overlie the interim gaged hunk por- 
tions of the sign and source of power 
to protect the same, and capable of 
simple and rapid dissociation to pro- 
vide access to the pairs of hooks, as 


well as freedom of movement there- 
between for removing the sign prop- 
er* the parts of the member being 
normally interengaged by screw 
threads or a bayonet type of connec- 
tion and disengageable in such man- 
ner as to preserve an association of 
the parts while the terminals are ex 
posed. Thus, loss or displacement of 
the movable pail is prevented. 

“Another object is to provide a two- 
pail terminal protecting member* one 
part being secured to the fixed sign 
supporting means and the other part 
being manually movable to engage 
therewith, the movable part having 
elements permitting the parts to he 
disengaged in one predetermined di- 
rection only* whereby the parts are 
maintained in a temporary dissociated 
but inseparable union. 

“A further object is to provide u 
two- pa rt te rm i na ! p rotectin g mem be v 
the parts whereof are threaded! y en- 


gageablc, one part being rigid and 
the other movable* the latter having 
projections effective to prevent disso- 
ciation of the two parts . * *”

With the end of the war, and a 
post-war ItootH, the demand for 
power reached a peak There was 
danger of power failures due to 
overloaded cables and substation 
equipment. With discovery of oil 
in the Edmonton area there was 
rapid expansion in the city. The 
downtown section was particularly 
inadequate, as il was serviced with 
a 2.3 K.Y. radial system. 

Start New System 

Construction of a I3> K.Y.. 
120 208 V olts, 2 phase, 4 wire, un- 
derground network system was 
started ill the fall of 1!)4M, on the 
first section in Hie area of Bflth 
Sired, West to 101 si St reel, and 
North ami Smith of Jasper Ave- 
nue. This was completed and put 
into service by September 194H.

A second section from North 
Jasper Avenue on 101st Street was 
extended to 3 blocks north at 103rd 
Avenue and 2 Blocks East of 1 0 1st 
street, South to Jasper Avenue on 
lOOt h Sired. A further extension 
from 101st Street to 102nd Street 
in North and South Jasper lame 
was completed November 1949. 

A third section is now under 
construct ion covering an area of 
1 5 Blocks.

backward speed is, for a short time, 
slightly lower tiian the speed be- 
fore reversal because the ba 11-1 ►ear- 
ing assembly docs mu reverse its 
rotation as rapidly as does the 
motor shaft. 

Measuring Speed 

A second means of measuring 
reversal speed involves locking the 
far end of the shaft and applying 
direct current to one winding of 
the motor, while alternating cur- 
rent is supplied to the other wind- 
ing Oscillations are finis induced 
in the rotor* torsion bar. Varying 
the frequency of t lie current makes 
it possible to determine the fre* 
queries' of torsional resonance. The 


time required for the rotor to re- 
verse cun be easily emu puled since 
it is one-half of one period of a 
torsional oscillation at resonance. 
The resonance in this system tested 
occurred at approximately 125 
cycles per second, indicating (in a 
period of 8 milliseconds) a reversal 
time of 4 milliseconds. 

Clutch Operation 

In the experimental model of the 
rapid- reversal mechanism built at 
the Bureau, the clutches are oper- 
ated manually, but it is expected 
that in normal use the -clutch mech- 
anism will be operated by suitable 
electromagnetic controls. Although 
the studies thus far have used a 
small motor of about 1 75 lip. h is 
anticipated that motors of all sizes 
could Ik? reversed rapidly by this 

technique, the speed of reversal 
being limited only hr the mechani- 
cal strength of the various parts. 
Moreover, by t lie use of suitable 
circuitry, rapid reversal of motors 
ran be obtained without producing 
large current surges in the ctedri- 
cal supply lines. 

It would lie entirely feasible to 
utilize other types of energy-stor- 
ing devices, such a> coil springs or 
I men mat ic cylinders.

Incidentally, Arizonians seem to lie 
ureal coffee drinkers, We talked to 
one lineman who drank fire cups 
while wo were having one. Some- 
one remarked, “You drink a lot of 
coffee don’t yunV 1 ‘"About 40 cups 
n day' 1 was the reply. “Doesn’t it 
keep you awake?*’ was the next 
question, and the answer which we 
fun i n I humorous: “Well it helps.” 

Adjoin inti the cafeteria is a 
beautiful lounge, comfortably fur- 
nished and well slacked with 
honks, papers and current maga- 
zines. 

A full sports program is being 
curried on at f’alapeo also. There 
arc Howling and Soft Ball teams 
organized, ns well as (loir teams 
for which a tournament is held 
every year. Every two weeks a 
square dance is held for all em- 
ployes who wish lo participate. 
The company pays for the music 
amt often for instruction also. 
Another company-sponsored acti- 
vity is the Rod and Hun Club 
which organizes hunting and fish- 
ing expeditions. In this connection 
the company also maintains a tar- 
get range and purchases ammuni- 
tion at cost for the employes' use.

Every year Thanks giving. 
Christmas and New Years parties 
are given for employes. Hid, re- 
tired workers are invited back for 
these. Every three months, there 
is n party with dancing and re- 
freshment > for all employes and 
their wives or husbands. These 
are often tied in with the sales 
campaigns. 

Once a year, a huge fair and 
barbecue is held for all the work- 
ers and their families, 

A public speaking class for em- 
ployes is being carried on at the 
company also. Mr. Jock McDonald, 
director of special services, is in 
charge of this training program. 
The program is designed to do two 
things — help the employes and 
provide a speakers bureau from 
which t Yd a pro can draw, to send 
representatives to various meetings 
of civic groups Hr, needing speak- 
ers. 

Mr. McDonald has also organ- 
ized in Fhoenix a “Reddy Kilo- 
watt Youth Flub/’ With the idea 
in mind that “Today's youngsters 
are tomorrow s customers,” this 
is a good public relations gesture 
on the pari of the company. These

and good citizenship Part of this 
youth program has been to show 
school children, ope rut ions at Cal* 
apeo.

Board’s Powers 

The program is governed by an 
Apprenticeship Commit ire com- 
posed of three Brotherhood mem* 
hers and three front management. 
This board determines who will be 
admitted to apprenticeship* what 
the training shall be and who 
graduates. A class is graduated 
every six months at a dinner meet- 
ing in the company cafeteria. The 
third graduation look place while 
your reporter was in Phoenix. 1 1 
was an impressive ceremony with 
excellent speeches. The company s 
Bill Phillips conducted the cere- 
monies and gave some inspiring 
advice on working safely, assum- 
ing responsibility and striving for 
teamwork. M r. t Jlnrence I )rcws, 
l.B.EAY. member on the Appren- 
tice Committee, spoke on behalf of 
the Brotherhood welcoming the 
new journeymen. Dennis O’Reilly 
responded for Ike apprentice# ex- 
pressing his sincere thanks to the 
company and Brotherhood for the 
training given them. 

In addition to the regular ap- 
prenticeship program, there is a 
constant educational program un- 
derway at Cal&peo* The employes 
are kept informed of everything 
that is going on* A great deal of 
attractive, informative literal are 
on all phases of work and company 
matters is distributed every year. 

Reddy Kilowatt is everybody’s 
mascot. The little utility symbol is 
in evidence everywhere- sprinkled 
through the various literature, as 
a plastic figure topping cash regis- 
ters and desks, being worn as jew- 
elry and even as the motif on play- 
ing cards and cigarette lighters* 

One of the most forward-looking 
measures t'alapco has yet at- 
tempted is the new plan for having 
Supervisory I Conferences. The com- 
pany is already sponsoring super- 
visory meetings, one each six weeks 
for all supervisors, to iron out any 
problems which may come up, 
rnion officers are also invited to 
these dinner meetings. Meetings 
are also held every six weeks For 
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top management of the company 
and the union officers, so that mu- 
tual problems may he* laid on the 
table and solved. 

Those new Supervisory Confer- 
ences divide all supervisors into 12 
groups which will meet monthly on 
company time and property and 
discuss a “subject of the month.’ * 
The subjects are chosen by the 
supervisors themselves and em- 
brace such topics as production, 
the techniques of supervising, em- 
ploye relationships, the annual re- 
port. 

Then the so pervisors, foremen 
etc. can go back to their people and 
explain various phases of the over- 
all picture to them, hi these con- 
ferences all lines of rank and au- 
thority are removed — vice presi- 
dents, foremen from the line gangs, 
accountants etc, all sit down to- 
gether and attack the problems. 
Learning how to get along with 
people is stressed very emphatic- 
ally in these meetings. The com- 
pany feels very strongly that if 
employes are informed and happy 
they will produce more. 

Production Is Up 

This policy is surely paying off 
too. Production keeps going up. 
More and more people are eager to 
work at Lahipm Turnover of em- 
ployes at this company is one of 
the smallest in the nation. Salaries 
at < *alapeo are higher than for the 
average in the area, Alt possible 
job promotions arc made from 
within. An Employes Merit Review 
System is in effect which briefly 
described, provides a emit itmous 
review plan whereby the perform- 
ance of every employe is reviewed 
at least every 12 months. It sets 
up a pattern for raises and ar- 
ranges for progress of employes 
from one job to a better one. All 
these benefits to the employes are 
paying off. Happy employes work 
hard and give good service. 

A group of school children were 
taken through the Calnpeo build- 
ing and wrote letters of ia- 

tion for the tour. The air of con- 
tentment there made n great im- 
pression upon them. One child 
wrote, “Everybody in your build- 
ing had a smile on Ins face.” 
Another said, “When 1 grow up I 
want t ti work at Lai a pen because. 


everybody is happy there.” And 
the employes arc loyal and hard 
working. 1 noticed a motto on the 
wall in one office that may well be 
the accepted creed in the whole 
building. It said:

Weekly Contradicts 

Itself on Employment 

U r. 3. NEW YORK, N. V.— In at- 
most direct contradiction of the theme 
of our last month's totter, unemploy- 
ment, a national weekly has an article 
stating that most business men do not 
see any definite signs of a slump nr 
depression. In fact they look forward 
to good times for at least this year 
and probably longer. However, on 
the hack pages of this same weekly 
we find another article which tells us 
that because of unemployment the un- 
employment insurance funds of vari- 
ous states are lieing seriously de- 
pleted. Every state in the union Is 
paying out more than it is taking in. 
Une state is paying out more than 
four dollars for every dollar received. 
This is a serious condition and ob- 
viously cannot go on indefinitely. 

The main reason for this seeming 
Contradiction is not a new one. Labor- 
saving machinery has increased pro- 
duction to such an extent that many 
industries arc supplying the demand 
with fewer workers and while these 
lit id-off workers are still receiving un- 


employment insurance there is still a 
lot of money in circulation- But what 
happens when the money runs out? 
To us it seems like more of the type 
of thinking that brought on the de- 
pression of the ,10s, that is “small 
sales with large profits" until fewer 
and fewer have the money to pay the 
price and more and more people are 
thrown out of work. We have yet to 
hear of a real effort to reduce prices 
to increase sales. As an instance; we 
are constantly hearing and reading 
about the great supply of wheat on 
hand yet very recently the price of 
flour has gone up and products made 
with flour are as high, if not higher, 
as eve r. When asked for a reason 
the invariable reply is “High labor 
costs," No mention is ever made of 
the fact that in most cases profits are 
greater, on a jioreontage basis, than 
they ever were. High executives are 
receiving huge bonuses hut workers 
are being laid olT. In government cir- 
cles efforts to economize have brought 
ulwuit the discharge of thousands of 
employes and more are going but 
nothing is being done to provide work 
opportunities for them and they are 
not eligible for unemployment insur- 
ance. 

This will inevitably bring about a 
glut of the labor market and we don't 
believe we have to tell you what that 
can mean to organized labor with men 
forced to take whatever wages they 
can get to provide food for their 
families. We do not want govern- 
ment control of prices as that means 
control of wages too. We are quite 
certain that the National Association 
of Manufacturers would not want 
government control either. We be- 
lieve that if the N.A.M. and other 
organizations of its type really put 
forth an effort that they could find n 
solution to this problem without gov- 
ernment aid or interference by the 
use of some self discipline among its 
members. 

We feci that all ton many of them 
have lost sight of the fact that they 
have a real responsibility to their 
workers and to the public gene roily 
its well as to their stockholders. 

We on our part have responsibility 
too and we can't afford to sit back 
mul wait for something to happen, 
let us do something about it. What? 
How about “The Six Hour Day, 
Thirty Hour Week?"

Local Has School lor 

Linemen and Splicers 

L. I'. 9, CHICAGO. ILL. — There have 
been frequent criticisms relative to 
the lack of news in the JOURNAL from 
L, IL 9* I started a little early this 
time and hope to make this issue. 

As you know* Brothers, election of 
officers for the ensuing term is just 
around the corner so your presence 
at the coming meetings is imperative, 

1 *ve talked to a f e w f e 1 low s on the 
d ilferent jobs within our jurisdiction 
and have come up with some inter- 
esting information. Let's look at the 
record, as the saying goes, of Busi- 
ness Manager Prank Benner and his 
staff for the past two years. 

For the first time the local has 
instituted a school for linemen and 
splicers. At first it was wholly fi- 
nanced by L. U, fi, but through 
continued efforts the cost of instruc- 
tion is partly covered from other 
sources. While the school has by no 
means reached peak efficiency its 
progress to date is satisfactory* and 
only time plus experience can increase 
its proficiency. 

A walking blood bank has been or- 
ganized for the benefit of the mem- 
bership and their immediate families. 

The local has taken over the re- 
sponsibility of its group insurance. 
Stewards meetings have been held 
regularly once a month and their ac- 
tions reported to regular meetings. 


A fund has been set aside for 
scholarships to schools covering labor 
subjects. The only requirements are 
membership in the local* and it is my 
personal plea that more of you young 
members take advantage of them. 

Now something about the jobs, 
wages and working conditions. 

The Brothers working for the Chi- 
cago transit authority have received 
wage increases, one of which raised 
the signal maintenance men from 
$LG4 to $2.0(1 per hour. This brings 
them to one of the highest paid in this 
classification in the country. The 
working conditions are continually 
improving. 

Brothers working for the Produce 
Terminal Corporation a small private 
utility servicing many industries in 
the Stock Yard area, received wage 
increase from $1.74 to $2.00 per hour, 
Negotiations now pending promise an 
additional increase of eight cents per 
hour retroactive to March 1* 1 <150. 

The 40-hour week has been finally 
realized by more than 125 operators 
for I he sanitary district of Chicago* 
they formerly worked on a shift basis 
in excess of 40 hours. 

Per diem men on the city job re- 
ceived $2.50 per hour. The monthly 
men have received no wage adjust- 
ments for several years, “Annually 
foremen make less than the journey- 
men working for them* repairmen less 
than the scale.** This condition can 
only be remedied by a special session 
of the state legislature. Brother 
Benner in conjunction with other 
labor leaders is working very hard to 
convince the Governor of the need for 
financial assistance to make the wage 
adjustments. 

The City Governments of the sub- 
urbs received their share of attention 
from our union. 

In Evanston the wages were in- 
creased to the Chicago scale. An in- 
crease in manpower is due to the es- 
tablishment of the 40-hour week. 
Heretofore men worked as many as 
00 hours or more per week without 
compensation or time off for addi- 
tional time* beyond the 40 hours. 

Safety equipment is also an added 
feature. In River Forest the wages 
were brought up to the Chicago scale* 
in addition to insurance on the man 
and his privately owned car. In For- 
est Park a man was placed on the 
job and receives the Chicago scale. 

In Cicero the city government has 
recognized our local for the first time. 
The Brother working there has been 
advanced to foreman. The journey- 
men and two helpers have been added 
to the working force and the wages 
increased to conform to the Chicago 
scale. 

Brother Benner reports that the 
prospects for recognition of our local 
in other suburbs looks very bright. 

The stewards are to be given credit 
for the coming social event of the sea- 


son, After a couple months of dis- 
cussion they brought a recommenda- 
tion to the union l hat we hold an old 
fashioned lineman's picnic. Brother 
Parker immediately appointed the 
committee and plans are under way. 
If any old timers are in the area 
your attendance is mandatory. To 
date that’s all the information I 
have, as procurement of a suitable 
picnic grove at a date suitable to all 
offers a problem of no mean pro- 
portion. 

At our last meeting we had a very 
pleasant surprise. Brother Joe 
Keenan, director of L.L.P.E. honored 
us with his presence. He gave a 
very inspirational address on the im- 
portance of our active participation 
in the league’s action on a precinct 
basis. He particularly emphasized 
the necessity for the fulfillment of 
our voluntary contribution obliga- 
tions. Have you noticed “Brothers” 
Brother Keenan seems to grow in 
stature with each speech he makes. 
Well, that’s not too surprising, he’s a 
wire twister ain’t he? Brother 
Charles Paulsen* chairman of our In- 
ternational Executive Board, also 
made a brief, but very Welcome talk. 
It was quite a thrill to have two such 
distinguished guests. Come back 
again soon Biot hers and thanks for 
your lime,

try, While we have hardly any sur- 
plus work, it is expected that we shall 
have plenty to do through June and 
July and farther. All men have been 
busy, the manner in which vve like it. 

Organized labor is more conspicu- 
ous than ever. The rank and file are 
aware and watch both their own 
leaders as well as labor's enemies. 
There is no time for complacency, or 
slackening from the wry top to the 
last man on the job* We must work 
and fight! Labor has many enemies! 
The worst rules arc the politicians at 
home, in the State Capitols, and 
Washington, D. C. one nf whom seeks 
glory by paralyzing labor and oven 
hopes to become l ‘resident of these 
United States. This must never 
happen ! 

While we are closing an organizing 
campaign in a new nearby plant, an 
attempt is made to dislodge us out 
of another plant with which we have 
had a contract for a quarter of a 
century. Here I wish to tell every- 
body that the Neon Products Inc,, 
Lima, Ohio, has not *»een and is not 
now entitled to display any LB.E.W. 
Union laliels, on any of their products. 
They attempt to make high frequency 
transformers under the manufactur- 
er's name of H. & K. Appliance Co. 
Watch for these C L O.-made trans- 
formers. We would appreciate any 
information, serial number, etc,, on 
any of our labels should they appear 
nn these products. Neon Products 
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I nc., is misleading buyers of their 
cheaply-made plastic outdoor signs* 
stating that they are in agreement 
with us to make signs for certain na- 
tional advertisers* Again we say. 
Neon Products Inc*, Lima, Ohio has 
never been and is not now in agree- 
ment with any I.B.E.W. local. Any 
information concerning the fraudulent 
use of the I.B.E.W. labels displayed 
on their signs will be appreciated. 

In Ohio, under the General Code, 
.Section IT-4a the wage rates to labor- 
el's, workmen, or mechanics employed 
on public works have been paid as per 
collective agreements nr understand- 
ings between bona fide organizations 
of labor and employers, at the date 
such contract is made, etc. This sec- 
tion became effective September 6, 
1939. It now develops that appar- 
ently for the publicity, and in disre- 
gard of organized labor, Governor 
Lausche over- ruled the set law and 
ordered the posting in specifications, 
covering public work, of alarming 
lower pay rates to be paid to con- 
struction workers. This goes on in 
Sidney, Ohio — Shelly County. Nn 
doubt powerful political influences 
pressured Ibis Governor, who is up 
for reelect ion, and as a Democrat ts 
known to be Senator Taft's friend. 
This vote-getting drive is stopping 
for nothing. How low even a Demo- 
cratic Cover no i' may stoop, by p re- 
tending to be concerned about our 
schools! Why not. he honest by say- 
ing that Lausche uses labor wherever 
it is advantageous to his furtherance. 
Why should lie have to respect state 
laws just so organized labor is heav- 
ily shackled, with all kinds of laws, 
as well as the rest of the voting 
victims. 

Not only Ohio people but many 
others also, will waste no votes on 
Governor Lausche. This measure 
may be applied now in any of the 
other counties of Ohio. It is a very 
serious matter which concerns all of 
us.

Hold Meetings Before 

Negotiations Start 

L. 1*. 77. SEATTLE, WASH.— The 
1BEW contract with the Northwest 
Line Constructors Chapter of the 
NEC A runs out June 80th, so to pre- 
pare for 77 'a part of the negotiations, 


three simultaneous meetings were held 
April 8. The meetings were held in 
Seattle with Business Agent Kleiman 
in charge, Pasco with Business Agent 
Darling, and Spokane with Business 
Agent Salie. By holding meetings 
throughout the state in this way, con- 
struction men everywhere in Wash- 
ington could attend and have a share 
in providing ideas and suggestions to 
take into the negotiations. A negotiat- 
ing committee of three members was 
appointed at each of the meetings and 
each committee in turn elected a 
chairman who will comprise the mas- 
ter committee that will represent 77 
in the joint negotiations. This con- 
tract covers the Northwest and is 
negotiated jointly by L. U. 77; L. U. 
488, Tacoma; L* U, 125, Portland, 
Oregon; and L. U. Medford, Ore- 
gon. The men representing each of 
these locals will meet In Portland, 
Oregon, April 22 for it preliminary 
get-together to coord E nuts our efforts. 
On April 23rd an advance meeting 
with the contractor representatives 
will be held to formulate plans for 
formal negotiations. Many changes 
are desired but perhaps the most im- 
portant are reclassification of many 
positions. 

The latest successful negotiations 
were with the Ellensburg Municipal 
system calling for five cents an hour 
and two extra days vacation a year 
making this twelve working days. The 
PBX contract is up June I and Busi- 
ness Agent Roegner is asking for five 
cents an hour with seniority, sick 
leave, and medical benefits. The last 
fin days has seen the signing of con- 
tracts with K V O S , Bellingham; 
KLKA, Central »a; KIT. Yakima: and 
KPQ, Wenatchee, bringing them all 
up to $1.80 per hour. KHSC, Seattle, 
was signed at $2.07 Lj. 

Substation and hydro operators held 
their third annual dinner in Seattle, 
April 8th with the chief of system en- 
gineering from the Bonneville Power 
A dm mist rat i on giving t h e p r i n c i pi 1 1 
address. 

On April 24 distribution will be 
started of the new safety rules for 
electrical and communication workers 
in the State of Washington. While not 
the final word in safety, as every 
member of 77 who worked on them 
will admit, they never the less are the 
best state rules in effect today. Time 
will show up the weak points and we 
will then energetically push for 
changes that are shown to be neces- 
sary until the happy day when no 
avoidable accident ever occurs.

We journeymen must also 
continue our training for the good and 
welfare of all la?>or, Attend all your 
union meetings if possible* Do not 
criticize your officers or Brothers ex- 
cept on the floor* on meeting night 
Talk good unionism* and if possible, 
take an active part in your local. 
Don't let your only voice* heard at 
the meeting, be the move to adjourn. 
.So many of our latest meetings have 
adjourned before the entire business 
had been transacted. We listen to an 
hour or more of committee reports 
and such, and when it is our turn to 
comment, someone pops up and moves 
to adjourn. Let's give ourselves a 
chance to voice our individual opin- 
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tons and also leaving; room for sug- 
gestions and new ideus. 

Co-operate with your Business 
Agent. Organized labor is involved 
in u struggle for survival and we 
tlare not wait any longer to take a 
stand. Here is what our Business 
Agent and President, Harry R. Parks 
has to say to us this month: 

"Just a few thoughts to pass on to 
the Brothers, Do you knew that we 
workers hold the balance of power in 
the hollow of our hand! If we are 
aide to get our brains and hands to 
co-ordinate, we will know how to mark 
the hallots or pall the levers which 
will elect men to office who will be 
our servants, and will serve the 
workers instead of becoming their 
masters as soon as they lake office. 

“Do you know if you ask for ado 
q ii ate medical attention, proper hos- 
pital iznt inn ii ml old age pension you 
are asking for a welfare state that is 
Un-American as far as the workers 
are concerned, but very good business 
Tor the big executives of large cor- 
porations, for the Senators and the 
Cong rcssmen, 

“I say Ihat every worker who has 
grown too old to work, or because of 
physical or mental defects, should 
have the best of care and not lie 
thrown into some of the poorhouses 
and mental institutions I have seen. 

“When the workers make up their 
minds that they want better condi- 
tions than many of them now have, 
these institutions will be cleaned up 
and many other things taken care oL 
However, if you Brothers would 
rather he ridden than ride, just keep 
going as you are, ami you will con- 
tinue to lie ridden. 

“Another thing I want to bring to 
your attention. Do you realize that 
if you do not register you disfranchise 
yourself? In so doing, you become 
a party with those who pass laws and 
m a k e condition s w h i r h a re u n h ca rabl e 
to you and ynur follow workers. Rut 
you, ns a worker, who of your own 
accord have deprived yourself of the 
light to vote have no right, if you 
would he consistent, to criticize or 
complain regardless of the conditions 
which exist because of your negli- 
gence. 

“Well Brothers, whether you be- 
lieve it or not, the Taft* Hart ley Act 
can kilt the labor movement, and 
labor has marked 1950 as its year of 
decision. 

“It is the duty of every worker to 
register and vole to prevent reaction- 
ary candidates from getting into 
office,

It does not 
take a great imagination to see that 
swimming pool alive with youngsters 
having the time of their lives. 

The area has been declared a game 
preserve and during the hunting sea- 
son, considerable numbers of fleer find 
refuge there, giving the young men 
an opportunity lo observe these and 
other animals in their native element* 

The electrical work is not complete 
at this time and any Brother who 
feels that he has a few hours to spare 
should contact either Business Man- 
ager Rockwell or Brother Kurt and 
make it known that his services are 
available. This project is sponsored 
practically 100 percent by organized 
labor and you will meet brothers from 
many crafts on the job.

I„ U. 613, ATLANTA, GA.— Down 
here in Georgia, when a man swells 
his chest and proudly states that he 
works for “Uncle George, 1 * we know 
that he is not speaking of an avun- 
cular relation, hut is one of the 
thousands who are happily employed 
by the Georgia Power Company. 

Brother Fred Grimes, who is press 
secretary for Local Union 84, may 
accuse me of stealing his thunder 
when he reads this. However, when 
“Uncle George” builds a tvventy-mil- 
lion-dollar steam plant, providing 
jobs for nearly 100 members of Lo- 
cal 613, we fed we are justified in 


calling ourselves nephews of old 
“Uncle George” too. 

We really shouldn't call him old 
because this article will show that he 
is just a growing boy. The Empire 
State of the south has attracted many 
new people, industries and businesses 
during the past decade. The Georgia 
Power Company has more than dou- 
bled its generating capacity since 
1940 to meet the ever increasing 
demand. 

Under construction now, the first 
unit of Plant Yates, 290,00(1 K.W. 
steam plant on the Chattahoochee 
River near Newman, Georgia, should 
start turning this fall* Completion 
of Furman Shoals hydro plant at 
Milledgeville will add another 45,000 
K.W. A 20,000 K.W* unit will be 
installed at B a idle it's Ferry hydro 
plant or the Chattahoochee at Colum- 
bus, Georgia. Plant Mitchell at Al- 
bany, and additions to Plant Ark- 
wright at Macon and Plant Atkinson 
in Atlanta, added 185,000 K.W. since 
1948* 

“Uncle George” has also contracted 
with Uncle Sam to distribute current 
generated at A la toon a Dam, Clark's 
Hill, and Buford Dam. These are 
flood control projects now under con- 
struction on the Etowah, Savannah, 
and Chattahoochee IMvers, Their 


combined generating capacity will be 
about 200,000 K*W. 

“Uncle George” launched Mr. C ban- 
ning Cope, Georgia's leading soil cen- 
se rvation expert and author of “Front 
Porch Farming,” on his career* Mis 
teaching has led thousands of Georgia 
farmers from the drudgery of row 
cropping to a more abundant life. 

The “Brightest Spot in Town” 
means to every Georgian the Georgia 
Power Company's store and office 
building in his home town. Truly, 
“Uncle George 1 ' has proven his right 
to install those green and white maps 
of Georgia on his building in hun- 
dreds of Georgia towns with the in- 
scription stating, “We are a Citizen 
Wherever We Serve.” 

More power to you, or rather, from 
you, “Uncle George.” We hope you 
suffer growing pains forever. Find 
us a modern Sydney Lanier to sing 
us a new “Song of the Chattahoo- 
chee.” Have him tell how Georgia's 
famous river, as it flows “Out of the 
hills of Habersham and down through 
the valleys of Hall,” is on its way 
to turning the wheels of a vast indus- 
trial empire.

Criticizes Compulsory 
Health Insurance Plan 

L. U. 9.13, EAT CLAIRE, WI.S.— We 
hear a great amount of talk coming 
out of Washington, D.C, these days 
about plans for National Compulsory 
Health Insurance and ways and 
means of withholding taxes from the 
working man's pay check to foot the 


bill, great or small, and it seems to 
me it's about time some worker be- 
gan to ask a few questions. 

My first question is who is doing 
all this planning for us? Next, do 
they have our consent to plan for us 
and our personal affairs? Many of us 
think we have done a reasonably good 
job in taking care of ourselves and 
our families, so far in this life, and 
we feel a bit resentful about the whole 
afTair especially that word “compul- 
sory,” Can it be that our American 
way of life is changing and we now 
accept compulsion and control of our 
personal affairs without so much as 
a protest. Does our government in 
Washington, D. C. think they have 
a mandate to take over and live our 
lives for us in all things? Do a few 
experts now think they can do better 
for all the people those things we have 
been doing so well for ourselves? 
Let's think a while about some of the 
plans put forth by the experts and 
social reformers, before we go off 
the deep end, because once we do and 
once the planners get into our pay- 
checks with their % % r brother, how 
are we going to get out again if the 
thing doesn’t work out so wall?? And 
again I want to ask a question, what 
is the plan that organized labor has 
for health insurance? What are our 
top-flight union officials doing about 
it? Do they have a plan? What is 
it? If we do not have a plan, why 
do we not? If this issue if of such 
national importance are we going to 
sit hack and ja ja what the politicians 
offer us? Then when it becomes a 
law do our protesting? Can we trust 
these “do-gooders” to administer such 


a gigantic task as this one surely 
will be? What's that you say, the 
Government will do it. Well the Gov- 
ernment administers our present So- 
cial Security too, and so far they 
have done a rather poor job of it, 
don’t you think so? About all they 
have done is play political football 
with it for the past 13 years. What's 
to lead us to believe they will do 
better with national heal th insurance 
once they get into our pay check with 
their withholding tax. How much, 
who knows, they don’t or won't tell 
us until after it becomes law, then 
brother of course It’s too late. We 
know too from the Hoover Report on 
Army and Navy hospitals, what a 
sad state of affairs exists there, so 
it seems the hospital situation cannot 
be left in the hands of a few at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Now please understand 
me correctly, I believe whole-heartedly 
in Social Security for all the Ameri- 
can people. 1 believe in some form 
of State Health Insurance just as 
sincerely. Surely a nation with so 
many lull ions of dollars, for most any 
other purpose, can and must look 
after its own health and security first, 
that is just old fashioned common 
sense isn't it, and yet we are not 
doing that very thing. Now it so 
happens I have worked for 35 years 
with some of our American men and 
women, and 1 have a great deal of 
respect for their good judgment and 
common sense, in all matters, espe- 
cially when it comes to taking care 
of themselves and their families and 
communities, and I hold to the belief, 
that they still can do a far better job 
of it than a group of experts many 
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miles away, who have Utile or no 
interest tn what takes place elsewhere 
so long as their job and prestige 
remains secure. 

So my plan is put forth us a com- 
munity plan for the City of Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin which now is the 
medical center for west centra! Wis- 
consin. We now have two hospitals 
in our fair city, both of them grand 
institutions, islands of mercy in this 
western part of our state. Indeed we 
are fortunate, and grateful. What 
would we do without them and their 
efficient way of caring for our sick 
and injured. Today both of these 
hospitals are far too small to meet 
the needs of our community and the 
Luther Hospital Association is now 
building an addition of some 100 beds, 
which is not enough to meet the pres- 
ent need, but it seems to tie about all 
the financial loan we can carry, at 
least for the present The Sacred 
Heart Hospital is about in the same 
condition for rooms, but has no build- 
ing program as yet. What a grand 
opportunity for those in Washington, 
who arc now talking about general 
welfare and compulsory health insur- 
ance to step right in here and build 
a 250-bed addition to each hospital, 
complete in every detail and turn it 
over to those hospital guilds or asso- 
ciations, to operate in the public in- 
terest. The Government can't do that 
you say, why we are doing it now, 
and during the war we built a lot of 
them, some on mountain tops, others 
in swampland far from any human 
habitation, some of them now empty, 
others having only a few beds being 
used. Oh yes, the Government can 
and must help if we are to have 
anything like a health program for 
all the people, and since most hos- 
pitals operate on a non- profit basis, 
earning just enough to maintain it- 
self and pay its staff, we need not 
feel that government has given any- 
one anything, for here in America, we 
the American people are the Govern- 
ment so you see we emt use some of 
our tax money to better the general 
welfare. It’s a matter of administra- 
tion and foresight to meet our own 
needs in this respect, anil each com- 
munity throughout our great nation, 
knows its own needs best, ami I dare 
say that additions to present hospital 
structures, through the country, will 
solve the hospital problem for years 
to come, and our loved ones when they 
hove need of hospital rare can be 
kept near at home, at least in the 
some city in most cases. Now what 
about the American man and his 
family, when they need medical serv- 
ice anti hospital care, where shall we 
start? 

First, lid us have a look around us 
and see just what kind of care those 
people get, who now look to govern- 
ment for their daily existence. Let's 
look at the American Indian in par- 
ticular, now living under the Indian 


agency of the Department of the In- 
terior of the U. S, Government. What 
has been his lot, how does he fare, 
what are his opportunities for a 
better life? Oh, yes, we know only 
too well do we not, how he has been 
pushed around, his land confiscated, 
restricted to life on a reservation, his 
liberty and freedom all but gone, 
starvation, cold, misery, and unbe- 
lievable living conditions are his lot 
now. Yes, these are hard cold facts 
and we cannot blink them. But surely 
you say the great U, S. Government 
can care for a few thousand Indians, 
without too much trouble, why we pay 
taxes to take care of them, to provide 
food and fuel and shelter and clothing 
and schools for their children etc. 
Oh yes we do just that, but the hard 
cold facts are that thousands of them 
are starving and freezing, as I write 
these lines, so much so in fact that 
Governor Youngdahl of the great 
state of Minnesota has called a con- 
ference of our North West States 
governors to sec what can be done to 
remedy this deplorable situation, and 
of course we are paying our taxes, 
thinking all the time, that the Ameri- 
can Indian is being cared for as we 
intended he should be. What about 
this shameful betrayal of our noble 
first citizens? Is this the way the 
Government takes care of those lives 
that are entrusted to its care?

068 LB.E.W. members have a 30-day 
extension on their contracts with all 
local electrical contractors. 

All members arc working at pres- 
ent and we hope to continue samt? 
with good prospects for 1050. 

I'm at a stopping point again and 
just sitting here looking at the head- 
ing of our official letter head — "In- 
ter national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers — Local Union No. 068/' 1 

wonder if we really ever think what 
this means to each and everyone of 
us. International means one of the 
several labor organizations through- 
out the world. Brotherhood is a word 
that most of us have forgotten to 
know and use when we see it before 
us. We have taken the other side 
and about everyone has the words on 
his lips before a man is ever given 
a hand. Is this your motto? “Get 
the other fellow before he gets you?" 

Boys, a little acorn dropped from 
a great oak one day and laid all 
winter. Then when spring amused 
it from its sleet? it sprouted and took 


root and finally grew to a great oak 
and did some good. Today that little 
seed that is thrown out by joking or 
just gang talking has grown into 
something evil and is found wherever 
a man, job, or local is concerned. 

Some weeks ago Brotherhood Week 
was observed everywhere and I won- 
der if it was thought of, that our 
local, your local and every organiza- 
tion has a deep meaning for Brother- 
hood, ho why not each member try 
to lie more of a Brother in all his 
activities and especially his work with 
his fellow men. 

The electrical workers mean all 
w ho a re en ga get I in the elect r i ca l field 
and Local 068 is our local, so, 
Brothers let's get together and pull 
together so each will know his 
brother. 

Just thinking of the jobs working 
at the present time. We can’t forget 
the Phillip Spnrn Power Plant at 
Graham Station. In speaking of the 
above, the good safety record of all 
electricians working on this job has 
come to my attention. Consider the 
ones who drive daily between Parkers- 
burg and Graham Station. Since a 
year ago in March when this job 
started, there has been an average of 
approximately 100 local men on the 
job and every morning about 6:30 
o'clock 20 cars take down river for 
52 miles and return those 52 miles 
every evening. This means about 
2080 miles per day and about 282,060 
miles since the job started without 
"ONE" single accident. This is a 
record that the brothers of 068 should 
be proud of. 

I would like to think that maybe 
the local could get a “No Accident" 
for the past 12 months (sticker for 
car) and present to the drivers. 

Another big "gain" has been made 
at Graham Station and is a shot in 
the arm to our boys ami remember 
this is only one of portions of work 
to which we arc entitled. Local 068 
has at last gained final anil complete 
jurisdictional decision regarding pre- 
heating and stress relieving with 
water-cooled induction coils. 

This may be of some interest to the 
readers of this JoiTENAL, so 1 will 
endeavor to give an account of the 
issues. 

The work involved has taken place 
on the Philip Sporn Power House job 
near Parkersburg, West Virginia. 
The work was originally assigned to 
pipefitters and at the time we pro- 
tested the assignment, and took it to 
the joint board of jurisdictional dis- 
putes, Under the hearing of the 
joint hoard of September 22. 1048, 
and the re-hearing of February 28, 
1940, we claimed the wrapping of wa- 
ter cooled induction coils. After sev- 
eral requests to the joint board by 
the union, by our International Office 
and by the company, they referred us 
to the original hearing and rehear- 
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ing, hut it was still contended that 
these hearings did not cover water- 
cooled induction coils. 

After numerous meetings and con- 
ferences by the business manager of 
this local, by C. McMil Haiti Interna- 
tional Representative, and G. M. 
Freeman, international Vice Presi- 
dent with the Pipefitters 1 ' business 
manager, International Representa- 
tive and the company officials of the 
American Gas and Electric Service, 
no definite agreements could be 
reached. Only by our refusal In fur- 
nish power to stress -relieving equip- 
ment, were we able to bring enough 
pressure to hear on the situation to 
receive a rehearing of the joint boo rtf. 
And by Hi is* gained the work that is 
rightfully ours. 

In our opinion, this is a great step 
forward in clarifying one of the very 
controversial issues in our jurisdic- 
tion and we feel that it will benefit 
numerous other locals on settling this 
problem. 

Well you boys thought I was stuck 
for news this time but you are proV 
ably tired of reading by now. 1 have 
been keeping hack what 1 think every 
brothei’ «if 9fi8 should tw> proud of, 
as our local is mostly made up of 
residents of Wood County in which 
our headquarters for this jurisdiction 
is located and this should be a chal- 
lenge to all other locals. 

Iu closing I would like to submit 
an article that appeared in Park era* 
bit r& AVim. that was written (Special 
to the Ni trs) from New York. 

"WOOD COUNTY SUPPORTS 
MORE FIRMS THAN 
AVERAGE IN U. SL ,T 

"Wood County supports more busi- 
ness enterprises, in proportion to its 
size* than do most counties in the 
United States. This is borne out by 
figures just made public by the l\ S. 
Department of Commerce. 

” V m Wood county there are 20 busi- 
nesses in operation* — small, medium or 
large— for every 1,000 residents. This 
rep resents a greater concentration of 
business activity than is found 
throughout the country generally, 
where the average is 18 businesses 
for every 1,000 people. In West Vir- 
ginia there are 1 t firms operating per 
1,000 residents. 

"The data was gleaned from tax 
reports submitted for the first quar- 
ter of 1048 to the Federal Security 
Agency by employers in connection 
with the social security program. 

11 A total of 1,807 businesses, a gain 
over the 1,211 recorded for the pre- 
vious year, are shown to be in opera- 
tion in Wood fnunty. Mf this num- 
ber, 741 are either owned or operated 
or have three employes or less. Es- 
tablishments with four to seven em- 
ployes number 282 and the ones with 
eight to In workers mid up to 1 55. 
The remainder are larger companies. 

"Small ! i us mesa is well established 


in the county, these figures indicate. 
There are 1,188 firms* or 91 percent 
of the total, with less than 20 em- 
ployes each. In West Virginia, busi- 
nesses of such size account for IK) 
percent of the total number. 

"The Wood county firms provide 
gainful employment to 19,009 people, 
a gain over the previous years’ 18*- 
17 L This represents only those 
workers in non-public jobs and sub- 
ject to the social security tax pro- 
gram. Among those excluded are do- 
mestics* railroad employes and most 
a g H c u 1 1 u ra 1 wo rke rs . M

Obtain 10c Increase 

At Baton Rouge, La. 

1„ V. 993, BATON UOIT.E, LA.— 
L. U, 995 has successfully completed 
negotiations, beneficial to members of 
this jurisdiction. The conditions of 
the new contract between the L. U, 
anti contractors within this area 1 be- 
came effective as of midnight, April 
8* 1950 and are to he in effect for a 
period of two years. Through these 
negotiations we have obtained an 
hourly rate increase of 1ft cents per 
hour, making a now current total rate 
of $2.15 per hour and retaining DOU- 
BLE TIME for all overtime. This 
rate increase and particularly the 
two-year contract were agreed upon 
between representatives of the local 
contractors and the L. t\ in which 
problems of each party were amiably 
discussed. The close relationship 
existing between local contractors and 
the L. U. could possibly stem from 
the fact that quite a few of them are 
former members of the TREW. 

A point of local interest is the suc- 
cessful maintenance of a membership 
Blood Rank which is ably guided by 
our good brother Sam Romeo. It 
functions on the plan of donations by 
the members and an exchange system 
with the local hospitals. We feel that 
we have been complimented on its 
efforts by the adoption of this plan 
by other local organizations until at 
thl* time there is an ample supply of 
blood to satisfy the emergent need 
of the citizens of Raton Rouge.

about President Truman’s veto of the 
late but utj lamented Kerr Bill* 

When this article is read the Kerr 
Bill will, almost undoubtedly , be well- 
nigh forgotten, but the possibility of 
its becoming a law of the land has 
for several weeks been a looming 
threat to consumers, and no matter 
what our political convictions, we 
must ail admire the demonstration of 
personal integrity and courage which 
President Truman gave when he 
turned thumbs down on this measure, 

A large number of the A.F.L. lo- 
cals of utility employes in Missouri 
have been perturbed for some time by 
news that the Southwest Power Ad- 
ministration has arranged a deal with 
the Northwest Electric Power Coop- 
erative to spend $18,400,000 for the 
erection of a steam generating plant 
near Kansas City, and to build trans- 
mission lines for the distribution of 
the current generated. 

Generally speaking, this nation as 
a whole has an ever-expanding need 
for generating facilities, and wo ail 
realize that governmental aid is 
needed in bringing the benefits of 
electricity to fringe areas where pri- 
vate companies cannot distribute elec- 
tricity economically. 

This project however seems to be 
very ill conceived in that it will sell 
power only to customers which are 
already well served by I.B.E.W, em- 
ployers In western Missouri, and will 
sell this power at a higher price 
(when taxes paid by private com- 
panies are deducted) than they now 
are paying. 

Three LB.E.W. locals in Kansas 
City ( 1464, 161 $ and 412) have 
passed resolutions opposing this proj- 
est, and they have been joined by 
I.B.E.W. locals in several other near- 
by cities. These resolutions arc not 
to be construed as opposition to 
worthwhile and necessary expenses 
incurred by our Government in bring- 
ing electricity to homes which are not 
now served, but is an expression of 
our condemnation of Government bu- 
reau's action in contracting to spend 
money we have paid in taxes in such 
an unnecessary and wasteful manner. 

In a few days it will be contract- 
signing time with the Kansas City 
electrical utility, and I wish all the 
employes good luck and a more pros- 
perous year ahead.

the job. Assuming Mr, Hall's pipe- 
line is a straight continuous run, it 
would be necessary to parallel this 
with a copper line to provide a closed 
loop, fed by a small welding trans- 
former. #6 wire would he entirely 
practicable under the circumstances 
(low voltage and low ambient tem- 
perature). The line loss by coinci- 
dence would be practically equal to 
the power demand of the pipeline, 
since 250 ft. of #6 would also have 
about 0.1 ohms. Thus the transformer 
would have to supply 1.5 kw at IT 
volts and 85 amperes appx. 

The logical thing to do would be 
to tape the #6 line to the piping and 
wrap with insulating material of 


some sort. The voltage (and amper- 
age) could then be safely reduced 
40 % — say down to about 10 volts. 
Why not bury the line 4 feet deep 
and forget it?
